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PREFACE 



TO THE LITTLE FLOCK. 

Tho following words of Jesus, nre becoming daily more and more 
precious to hit living saints; vb: : " Fear nol, little flock; for it i< 
your Father's good pleasure to give you tho Kingdom." Thi« pro- 
mise ii now about to bo realized ; therefore this little (lock, now alive 
on tho earth, according to ll>e teaching* of Jesus, tho holy prophet*, 
and apostles, are to be distinctly known by the peculiar traits in their 
life and character; viz: " Zealous of good works." " Follow after 
righteousness." " A people in whose heart is God's LAW." And, 
" keep the ' Testimony of Jesus.'" For havinglhcsc distinctive marks, 
"they are set at naught by the world." "Thrust at," ••pushed," 
and " scattered abroad " by " the shepherds," that they once confided 
in. "They aro 'ncn wondered at;" " they arc for 310 N 9, and won- 
ders in Israel." Tho tiino has now emphatically nrriTcd in their his- 
tory to mark and number them for the kingdom. Yes; one more dis- 
tinctive and peculiar mark, by which they will bo known, not for a 
fsw years here only, but forever, even forever and ever; throughout 
'.lie boundless ages of eternity, is this. They nre now being sculcd in 
their foreheads with " A SEAL OF THE LIVING GOD." Even 
' a hundred forty-four thousand, of all the tribes of the children of 
Israel." 

To this people, and all who do not yetbear these distinctive marks, 
but aro perfectly willing to share, and bear reproach with them, I re- 
spectfully dedicate tho following pages with earnest, and continued 
prayers to God, through Jesus our great high priest "in the house of 
God," that you may by the light of his word and leadings of tho hoi'- 
epirit, be enabled clearly, to see your present position ; and walk 01 . 
in all the straight truths of the living God ! Wc may embrace nil l„e 
truths of God, but if we fail in the present truth, we shall J)« found 
"guilty of all." "The Commandments of God and tho Fuith, or 
Testimony of Josus." Kev. xiv : 19, is without the shadow of a 
doubt tho present truth. This is that which brings us into the scaling 
with " a seal of Uie living God ;" the receiving of which will bear us 
through the time of trouble, and forever turn our captivity at tho 
Toice of the Almighty God.

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REV. vii: 1-1. 

'" And after these things I saw four messengers stand- 
ing oil the four quarters of the earth, holding the four 
winds of the earth, that a wind might not blow oa the 
earth, nur on the sea, nor on any tree. And I saw anoth- 
er messenger ascending from the rising of the sun having 
a seal of the living God : and he cried with a loud voice 
to the four messengers to whom it was given to injure 
the earth and the sea : 

"Saying, injure not the earth, nor the sea, nor the 
trees till we have sealed the servants of our God in their 
foreheads ! And I hoard the number of those scaled. A 
hundred and forty and four thousand were scaled of till 
the tribes of the children of Israel." 

I have given Professor Whiting's translation of the 
above verses in preference to king James's because 1 per- 
ceive wherein he has diil'ered from the latter in several 
words; it has made the vision more clear and distinct. 
For instance, four quarters of the earth is more proper 
than four corners, liccausc the earth has no corners. 

2d. A wind, is clear, and admits of a choice of the dif- 
ferent kinds of winds spoken of in the Bible, whereas 
♦'•e definite article, the wind, as in king James's trans- 
lation, conlincs us to one kind of wind only. 

3d. A seal is clear, the seal is not, because there is 
more than one scaling spoken of in the Bible, viz : seal 
tho Gospel, 2d Timothy : seal of God ': seal of the.Ii.yjng 
God. 

4th. From the rising of tho sun, instead of the cast : 
wo propose to explain tho above more fully when wo 
come to treat of them separately. 
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It must bo very evident to tho Bible reader that John 
in his vision saw the servants of God scaled with a seal 
of the living God, just before the four messengers let go. 

In like manner and order, when the passing Angel 
was to destroy the first born of man and beast in the land 
of Egypt, the children of Israel (then in bondage,) were 
strictly required to take of tho blood of the pascal lamb, 
and mark the lintel, (upper side) and two side posts of the 
doors of their dwellings, that the destroying Angel might 
pass them. Exo. xii : 3-7,11-14,22-24. Proof 29-33 vs. 

Ezckicl in his third vision, when he came as ho said 
to destroy tho city, (sco viii : 4, and also xliii : 3,) as re- 
corded in his 9th chapter, has a prcfjguratiou of this 
same scaling message, in the same order, and pointing 
to the same tirno with John's revelation. 

It i3 thcrcforo clear that this is tho final sealing mes- 
sage for the wholo Israel of God ; just preceding or going 
beforo tho timo of trouble. 

As it cannot bo proved to be in tho past ; it is, and 
must be between this and " the time of trouble such as - 
novcr was." Wo will now try to givo an exposition of 
Rev. vii : 1-4 ; as a foundation for tho time and place 
for Uie servants of God to bo " scaled with tho seal of 
the living God," and then cito our renders for further 
proof to tho testimony of tho Prophets, and Apostles, 
and our own history. 

" And, after tliesc tilings I saw four messengers standing 
on tit£ four quarters of the cartli holding *Ac four uinds of 
the carOi Otat a wind might not bloxo on Uic eartJi, nor on 
Oie sea, nor on any tree." 

Four Messengers. I understand theso figuratively, 
and represent four of tho principal ruling governments 
on land, and sea, that is to bo found on tho four quarters 
of this terraqueous globe, for the evident reason already 
expressed in the 2d verse, that they havo tho power on 
both land and sea. On an examination of present his- 
tory, and a map of tho world, wo plainly soo that Great 
Britain, Franco, Russia and theso United States of 
North America, hold this power on land ; and alxnit all 
of itwith a few trifling exceptions on tho sea. Prussia, 
Austria and Romo, havo been variously represented to bo 
one or more of .theso four messcngors ; but I cannot learn 
that Rome, or Austria, has any maritime forco on tho 
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sea, and Prussia but one single corvat (a small man-of- 
war ship,) on the ocean, therefore they cannot be repre- 
sented here, seeing they havo not the jwwer to injure or 
suppress any force on the sea. 

The earth and sea is hero ]>ersonilied, meaning the 
living people that are on tho earth and sea, because all 
the governments on earth, with all their implements of 
war and destruction could not injure or hurt the mm. 
We know there are millions of the human race crossing 
and rcerossing, and living on the sea. I have been told 
that in one country (East ludie.s,) more than two mil- 
lion of her population live on the sea. and that thousands 
of them never set their foot on luud Again these lour 
messengers are standing, (/. r. located) on the four quar- 
ters of the earth ; therefore these cannot represent, or 
mean tho allied powers of Europe. 

Objections to liteeal MUssENOKES. A qucstion'nriscs 
here: What is it .' Why you have attempted to give a 
symbolic, or figurative exi>ositiuii of tho words four mes- 
sengers ; may they not be explained in a literal sense ' 
I think not, lbr the following reasons ! 

1. The servants of God will not know when, nor how, 
or lor what they are .sealed. But it is evident they will 
know, fur John's instructor says to him, "these sayings 
are faithful and true, and the Lord God of the holy pro- 
phets sent his messenger to shew untu his servants the 
things which must shortly be done." xxii : 0. Jesus 
says, I have sent my messenger to testify to you these 
things in the churches, IGth verse. Again, bles.sed is lie 
that keepeth the sayings of the prophecy of this book, 
7th verse. Also they that riud and lu.ur the same, i : 3. 
These four texts certainly teach that God's servants will 
eventually understand this prophecy. If they do not un- 
derstand it sufficiently clear to know when, and how, 
and for what they are sealed ; then the work will be 
silent, irresistible, and passive; and of course the proph- 
ecy unintelligible. Paul asks the question how we shall 
hear without u preacher, (or teacher,) and answers thus, 
" so then faith cometh by hearing.'.'— Rom. So also this 
prophecy. 

2. If these four messengers aro literal they are ol 
course invisible, then of course the sealing messenger in 
the 2d verse is invisible, and his crying with a loud voice 
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to tho other four inviniblo messengers to whom it was 
given to injuro tho enrth umi sea ; not to injure the earth, 
sea nor trees till we have sailed tho servants of our God 
in their foreheads, making it both in the singular and 
plural number, is making the subject if taken in a literal 
sense still more obscure. 

3. The strong inferenco would bo that tho first four 
hud nil the power to injure tho earth, and yet did not 
understand but they ought to injure tho earth and sea, 
and would do it if tho sealing messenger did not cry 
with a loud voico for them to (hold on) injure not, Arc. 

FuuTiiKit. Ifitbosaid tlmt God's servants and tho 
wicked nations of tho earth nnd sea aro to bo the visible 
actors in this prophecy, (nnd I fully believe they are and 
will be,) and that the prophecy is to l>c exemplified and 
explained in character with tho work of the invisible 
messengers, then the sanio diiiiculties remain. I will 
not say that they cannot l>c removed, and the subject 
made plain while knowledge is increasing. The truth 
is all we seek for ; that only will save us. 

Ifitbosaid that the scaling messengers will not ful- 
fil this prophecy by calling with loifd voices to Great 
Britain, Fiance, Russia, nnd the United States not to in- 
jure the earth, nor sea, kc, I answer that the same or a 
more serious difficulty would present itself under tho lit- 
toral rendering. 1 have two more serious objections from 
this prophecy against these messengers in the text being 
littcral, aijd strongly in favor of tho figurative view 
which I have given on the fourth page. 

Fine — in the xv. chapter, John saw a woiirft rful sign 
in hen ven, viz: seven messengers, having the seven last 
plagues, (well says the reader these must be literal, that 
is, invisible.) In the xvii : 1-3, one of these messengers 
talks with John and shows him tho judgment of tho 
great harlot nnd of tho wild beast. He also explains the 
secret of the woman and wild Ix-nst, 7th verso. A little 
further on ho says " theso aro tho true sayings of God." 
" And I fell at his feet to worship him, and he saith to 
me, see thou do it not, I am thy fillow icrcant aiul of thy 
bnthrcn who have the " Testimony of Jesus," " worship 
God." xix: 9, 10. 

Again in xxi. chapter, one of the same seven messen- 
gers took him and showed him tho " bride, tho lamb's 
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wife," " tho New Jcrusnlem." 9, 10. " And he thnt 
talked with mo measured the city, fee. 16, 16. John 
fell as before to worship him ; ho repeats again what I 
have written alwve. xxii: 9. 

Now these were not invisible messengers ; they are 
men that worship God as John did. Murk, they kept 
tho " Ttstitiiony of JtsHx." Neither could they l>o Enooh 
or Elijah, the only two according to tho bible view that 
ever were received into Heaven, l>ecauso they did not 
here keep " the Testimony of Jesus." Now then as these 
wonderful messengers were literally men, so 1 believe 
those brought to viow in our text are. 

Sico/trf objection — I now come to a part of John's vis- 
ion which bears some of tho distinctive marks of the one 
in our text, viz ; ix. chapter. And tho sixth messenger 
sounded — and 1 heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar which is beforo God, saying to the sixth 
messenger having the trumpet, loose tho four messen- 
gers who are bound iiair the ;jront river Euphrates. And 
the four messengers were loosed, who were prepared lor 
an hour, and a day, and a mouth, and a year, that they 
might, slay tho thud part of men. And the iiuuiIht of 
the armies of the horsemen was two hundred thousand 
thousand. And I heard the number of them. 

A day for a year, gives the time. $\)\ years and fifteen 
days. The sounding of this trumpet as we have fro- 
ipiently been shown, euded ill August, lfc-10. According 
to history these four messengers were four principal 
tribes or fiords of people living near or by the river Eu- 
phrates, viz: Arabs, Turks, TajUus. iiiiil Suraccujis : 
who under the sounding of the sixth trumpet united 
themselves under the banners of the Mahometan power 
to destroy the third part of men, or Greek division of the 
eastern Uonian Empire. For after Constantino his em- 
pire was divided into three parts. And the rest of the 
men who were not killed by these plagues (file iirm>, 
powder and bulls, by the hands of ihcse J'oitf mentriigt rs,) 
yet repented not of tho works of their hands thnt they 
should not worship tho demons. and idols of gold, and 
silver, and of brass, and of stone, and of wood — nor ul 
their murders, sorceries, fornication, nor thefts. It is re- 
corded that tho Greeks were notoriously guilty of theso 
their prevailing sins. 
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If it could be clearly proved that tins sixth trumpet 
was yet to sound, yet the caso is irrefutable that these- 
four messengers or angels are not invisible ones. Thoy 
were bound, rcslrui/ud, had the santo power to injure 
when loosed as those ia our text. And when loosed it 
was by the command of God from tho four horns of the 
Golden Alter. 12th verso says, " And thoy have a king 
over them who is the messenger of tho bottomless pit — 
his name is Abaddon or Apollyon," if you please ono of 
tho devils right hand chieftains. Surely no ono in their 
right senses will doubt iot a moment but these fivo mes- 
sengers or angels wero wicked, ungodly men. Now 
thcro is nothing in the whole book of Revolutions that 
represents tho four messengers in the vii : 1-3, so distinct- 
ively as these four. T hercforo I am coustruined to be- 
lieve tliat these in our text represent the wicked govern- 
ments as they are now organized. 

MESSENGERS : what are they? Answer, in tho vii. 
chapter, those that deliver messages, the visible messen- 
gers of God and also of the Devil, of this surely tho ix.' 
cliaptcr is conclusively clear, and shows us how we may 
explain ; vii : 1 : or else there is two distinct interpreta- 
tions to the words four messengers in these two chapters ; 
these two classes, good and bad, are here represented. 
Jesus calls the wicked the devil's angels. Matt, xxv: 41. 
I wish to notice what I see in Professor Whitings's new 
translation of the Apocalypse. He gives tho namo 
messenger for angel as it is in tho other translation in 
every instance but three, viz: chapters v:-2; and 
xviii: 21. In these two lie calls them mighh/ anpik. 
According to this view then, there is but two invisible 
augcls named in John's vision. Also in viii : 13 ; "I be- 
held and heard an eagle Hying, <Scc." 

All tho others are good and bad mcsscngeis. 

ix. chapter. Ono messenger of tho Abyss. 

xii : Messenger of the Dragon, twice. 

xviii : Messenger, mighty voice. 

xiv: Third messenger, with a mighty voice, 9th verse. 
Another crying with a mighty Jiout, ISth verse. 

x : Mighty messenger. 

xiv: Presence of the holy, messengers, 10th verse. 
Holy messengers are invisible, Sec Muth. xxv : 3 1 . 
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Messengers are named sixty-one times. Angels twice. 
Jesus is no where called tm angel or messenger in the 
Apocalypse ; sec his distinctive names on last pp. Sab- 
bath vindication. Before leaving this part of our subject 
wo wish to contrast tho teachings of the spirit with the 
teaching of angels from a few texts. 

Angelic Anoels. Thrco angels called on Abraham. 
It seems that one of them was God, the other two went 
to Sod am to savo Lot. — Gen. xviii : 1,2; xix : 1, 15, 16. 

Jacob met them on his way. — Gen. xxxii : 1. lie 
wrestled with one. 24th verse. Cle prevailed, and his name 
was changed to Israel. 2Sth verse. He also saw them 
ossending and descending from Heaven. God sent an 
angol to shut tho lion's mouths in the den. Angel Ga- 
briel camo to make Daniel understand his vision. Crime 
second timo to give him skill and understanding. Third 
time camo to mako him understand about his vision, 
kc. x : 11. 

Zachous was visited by an angel who showed him re- 
specting his son, John the Baptist. — Luke i : 1 1-17. 

Tho angel Gabriel visits Mary, the mother of Jo>us ; 
told her that her son should reign over tho house of Da- 
vid forever. 26-33. At tho birth of Jesus a multitude 
of angels appeared to the shepherds by night, ii : 10—1 -3. 
Ono camo to strengthen Jesus ; xxii : 43. Paul also had 
one at a special time ; his ship-wreck. — Acts xxvii : 23. 
An angel spake to Philip to go down to Gaza. — AcM 
viii: 2G. And when he got thcro tho spirit taught him 
what to do. 29th verse. Paul says, are they not all min- 
istering spirits sent forth to minister to those who shall 
bo heirs to salvation. — Ileb. i : 14. 

Now in every caso above noticed these angels appear- 
ed personally, and visibly, therefore they did minister un- 
to them. And as every real saint of God has an angel 
that beholds tho face of God in Heaven, (Math, xviii : 
6, 10.) so they will be sont to minister unto them visi- 
bly and instructingly if they need it. If not, .they will 
come invisibly, and tho instruction or teaching not un- 
derstood except the person visited is in vision or dream- 
ing. 

Tho reason why angels do not teach us our duty in 
many things as thoy did formally is, becanso at the as- 
cension of Jesus, God sent down tho Holy Ghost to lead 
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us into all truth. Notice the following teachings or tuc 
m'hut. " Behold 1 scud the promise of luy lutlier upon 
you : turry ye in the city of Jerusalem until ye be en- 
dowed with i*>wcr from on high." Luke xxiv : 49. 
" But the Comforter which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, ho shall teach you all 
tilings, and bring «// things to your remembrance whatso- 
ever 1 have said unto you." — John xiv : 20. 

" I have many things to suy unto you, but yc cannot 
hear thorn now. Ilowbcit when lie, the spirit of truth is 
come, he will guide you into all truth : lor he shall not 
speak of himself, but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall 
he s[K'ak ; and ho will shew you things to come. Ho 
shuli receive of mine and shew it unto- you." xvi: 12-1 4. 

In these two last texts we have direct revelation 
and operations of tho Holy Ghost upon the heart, there- 
lore it seems clear that invisible angels do not teach us 
especially iu the Revelations. John was in the spirit 
on the Lords, or 7th day, (or the spirit was upon hiin.) 
Sec also three other instances, iv : 2 ; xvii : 3 ; xxi : 10. 
Also Acts ii : 4. Jesus also admonishes the seven churches 
individually to hear what the SPIRIT snyeth unto tho 
churches. 2d and 3d chapters. See also John i : 32,33. 
Math, iv : 1. 

FOUR QUARTERS of the earth : How. shall we un- 
derstand this ? Answer : Europe, Asia, Africa and Ame- 
rica. 

FOUR WINDS: What arc these ? Answer: Figura- 
tive of the four soro judgments of God, viz: Sword, 
Famine, Noisomo Beasts and Pestilence. Sec Ezo. xiv: 21. 
Explained under the head A WIND. 

EARTH, SEA and TREES : I understand to be lit- 
eral, as they are all connected under the lLrmamcnt of 
heaven. 

1st. EARTH: Literal. In eighteen chapters of the 
book of Rovclations the word earth is used more than 
fifty times. In ii: iv : ix: and xvii : it is not usod. In 
every instance it shows a clear literal meaning, with two 
or three exceptions, if they can bo called such. 1st is in 
viii:5; but in the 7th and 13th 'verses it shows tho 
word earth to be literal, therefore tho 5th verse must be; 
for we could not understand this chffptej if the word 
earth was used figuratively in one verso and literally in 
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the next but one, unless it was explained. 2d. xii : 1C, 
" The earth helped the woman, and the earth opened 
her mouth." This appears at first somewhat obscurely ; 
many explain it thus: the earth or Roman government. 
I think it is clear from the 4th, 0th, 12th and 13th verses 
of this chapter where the word earth is used in a literal 
sense, that tho lGth verse must and will l>c understood 
literal, because there is no explanation. If I am right 
in the above, then eurth has a clear literal meaning ; if 
I am not, still tho word is used forty-eight times literally, 
and but twice obscurely. Again the question is settled 
in the text, for it is not j>ossiblo for the four messengers 
to have jwwer over any other earth and sea and stand 
on the same, but the literal one. Therefore the earth 
here is literal. 

SEA: literal, l>eca use it is here connected with tho 
literal earth, and could not be understood unless there 
was an explanation given for its being used in a figura- 
tive sense. With two exceptions, viz : " Sen of Glass," 
the word sea is used nineteen times in eleven chap- 
ters of tho book of Revelations, and in every instance. 
in a clear literal sense, except chapter xviii : 2tst verse ; 
and this I think cannot be understood figuratively, be- 
cause the 17th and l'Jth verses of the same chapter 
speak of the liternl sea, that have ships in it. Further, 
John says when he saw a new heaven and a new earth, 
thero was no more sea xxi: 1. Some think that can- 
not bo : why not ? because David has prophesied that 
Christ's dominion shall be from sea to son, »Vc. So it is, 
and will lie, for at least one thousand years to come : be- 
yond that we have no need to/cuijuirc at present. Does 
not John also tell us that the DEVIL will be bound and 
shut up for a thousand years? That certainly must be 
in the future ; unless it can be proved that he has been, 
or is already bound. Is it not plain then that this same 
earth and sea, which constitutes tho whole dominion of 
Jesus, will as regularly and as precisely, and minutely 
continue to make one thousand revolutions round the 
sun, (in accordance with this prophecy,) as it has tho 
six thousand in the past. In which case, it cannot be 
shown that tho sea will be made void, until the end of 
tho seven thousand years. Then I believe as John has 
stated, there will be no more sea, because the first hca- 
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*»en and the first earth will pass away, and there will be 
a new one without any sea. Hence wo bcliovo that the 
wind sea in this chapter is to be understood in its most 
literal sense. 

Once more : John says I saw a beast rise up out of 
the sea: from the same position (sand of the sea,) lie 
saw another beast coming up out of tho earth, llcv. xii: 
1,11. Now this is the literal earth of which he speaks, 
because he says this beast which ho saw conic up out 
of it causcth the carUi and them which dwell therein to 
worship the 'first beast. Seo 12th verse. It was multi- 
tudes of people which hc^aw, and it will not be denied 
but what they dwell on both literal earth and sea. Now 
here is positive proof that this two horned beast was seen 
coining, or rising up from the literal earth. Then the 
evidence is as clear that he saw the lirst beast in 1st 
verse, coming, or rising up from the literal sea, because 
it could not be thut he saw multitudes of people coming, 
or rising up out of a symbolical or figurative sea, and 
from the same position see others coming up out of the 
literal earth ; common sense forbids it. Many exposi- 
tions of these beasts and their rising or coining up, iV-c, 
have been published. My business with this chapter now 
Ins been merely to show that the word sea ill 1st verso is, 
and must be used in a literal sense. 

if any of my readers should still doubt the literality of 
the above three texts, viz: xxi: 1 ; xii : 1 ; and xviii : 21, 
they cannot doubt but the other sixteen are literal. 
Surely here is u decided majority to settle any disputed 
question ; but I think the proof is cleur that in every in- 
stance named, the word sia is to be used in a literal 
sense. It cannot, in any way I think, l>e disconnected 
limn the literal earth for at loifct one thousand years in 
the future. 

TREES: literal, because firsts in the text they are 
connected with and belong to the earth and sea. In my 
last work, (Vindication of the Sabbath,) where I refer- 
red to this scaling message as then being iu the future, 
1 then taught that trees was a symbol of man as used by 
the prophets. Sec IIos. xiv : S ; Tsahus i : 3 ; Math, iii : 
10, \-o. The subject was then new to- me, and not 
much agitated. Hero then I imbibed an erroneous view, 
because ou a more thorough cxamiilation I see it must 
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bo taken in the same literal s^nsc that earth and soa is, 
becauso of their close connection and explanation which 
I now projKiso^ 

In the beginning God created tho trees with their fmit 
on them, and says to man, "to you it shall be for nuut." 
Gen. i : 2'J. Every green herb is for the beasts. 30th vs. 
God also planted a garden in Eden. " And out of tho 
ground made the Lord God to grow every tree that's 
pleasant to the sight and gaud for food THE TREE 
OF LIFE ALSO in the midst' of the garden, and tho 
tree of knowledge of good and ceil." Gen. li : 8, 'J. It ap- 
pears that after Adam and Eve had sinned, by eating of 
tho tree of knowledge, of good and evil : that God turn- 
ed them out of the garden into the earth ; " lest also 
they should eat of the tree of life, and live forever. (2Jd 
verse,) In which case they would have become immor- 
tal sinners. It is evident from this history that God in 
tho beginning made ample provision for man, both in 
this mortal and immortal state, i. r. he created fruit (or 
their meat during tho GUOO years, for l>oth the righteous 
and tho wicked in this earth, with this difference ; viz : 
for the righteous who keep the commandments and over- 
come, shall eat of the tree of life which is in the midst 
of the 1'arndise of God. (Same garden of Eden.) Jesus 
calls it " tho city of my God." John iu vision says, it's 
" the Now Jerusalem." Paul says, it's " the Mother of 
us all." It's the dwelling place for the saints to " live 
and reign " with Christ " a thousand years." They shall 
also have the tree of knowledge : " And EVERY TREE 
that's pleasant to the sight and good for food." Surely our 
God who declares "tho end from tho beginning," has 
dono all things well. To him be all the glory. Amen. 

No wonder then that Moses gave tho following imperi- 
ous command ; viz : " when thou shalt besiege a city a 
long time in making war against it, thou, shalt not do- 
stroy the TREES thereof by forcing an axe against 
them, lor thou mayest eat of them ; and thou shalt not 
cut them down for the TREE of the field is MAN'S 
LIFE! to employ them in the siege." But trees thataro 
not for meat may be used for the sicgo. Dent, xx : 19, 20. 

Now in Revelations the word tree is spoken of eight 
times ; four times as tho tree of life. This certainly is 
literal. Again, four times an literal trees connected with 
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this earth. Sco viii : It was literal fire on tho literal 
earth where green grass was, that destroyed tho trees, 
bee how clearly this compares with tho 7th literal plazuc 
on Egypt Exo. ix : 25. r 

Once more : " And it was commanded them that thoy 
should not hurt the grass of tho earth, neither any green 
thing, neither any tree." Rev. ix : 4. Here is the literal 
earth and gras« in connection with the tire On this text 
it is stated on authority from Gibon's history, that under 
the sounding of the sixth trumpet when the third part of 
the Roman Empire — the eastern part, was to bo scourg- 
ed, that the successor of Mahomet in issuing his orders 
to Mahometan soldiers gave them in these words, viz : 
Destroy no palm trees, nor burn any fields of com ; cut 
down no fruit trees, &c, using almost tho same lan- 
guage of John in his vision. Sco Litch's Prophetic ex- 
positions, vol. ii. 

I think this fully proves the word tree and trees in the 
text, Rev. vii : 1, 3, to have a clear literal meaning, and 
us wo have proved in the foregoing argument that tho 
words curth and sea, nre to bo used here in their literal 
sense, so tho trees arc to l>c also. 

A WIND : I« it literal or figurative ? Answer, figura- 
tive : because these four angels, or messenger govern- 
ments, viz : England, France, Russia and tho United 
States of North America, in their present organized stuto 
cannot prevent tho literal winds from blowing from any 
point of the compass. It appears from the 2d and 3d 
verses of Revelations, vii; thut A WIND, which thoy 
seem to have the power to hold, is something that will 
injure tho inhabitants of the earth, and sea, as soon as 
they let go ; hence tho cry of the sealing angel for them 
to injure not the earth, sea or trees, until we have scaled 
the*servants of our God in their foreheads. The question 
now arises, what does A WIND symbolize or represent .' 
Answer, a SWORD ; or, as the prophet Ezckiel expresses 
it in his 9th chapter 2d verse : A weapon of his break- 
ing in pieces, (sec margin,) destroying weapon, or 
slaughter weapon in his hand. 1st and 2d verses. Please 
notico that Ezckiel is looking in vision at the same scal- 
ing that John is, only some seven hundred years earlier. 

Further : besides the literal winds of heaven which 
these four messengers have no control over, there are 
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four spiritual, and figurative winds ; throe of these they 
have not attempted to, neither can they control them. 

1st. Wind, the o[>crution of God's spirit. John iii : 9. 
2d. Winds of doctiinc, such as vain and groundless opin- 
ions. It is well-known that theso arc propagated all 
over the earth. 3d. Sin and temptation, lsa. lxiv : 0. 
Math, vii : 25. 4th. Winds and whirlwinds of judg- 
ment and enemies, which begins, according to tho pro- 
phet Ezckiel, with first, the sword ; second, the famine ; 
third, the noisoinu beasts; fourth, the pestilence, xiv : LM. 
Plcaso read tho context, 12-^0 verses, and murk the irre- 
vocable decreo of God'a judgments, without the least 
mixture of mercy, when not even the prayer of Noah, 
Daniel, nud Job, if they were in tlic land, could save son, 
or daughter, no, none but their own souls. This is to Ik* 
in tho timo of Daniel's trouble, when Michael stands up 
to reign and dashes the nations in pieces like a ]xjtter's 
vessel. Won't tho open door believer and opjwscr be wil- 
ling then, think you, to acknowledge that the door is 
shut? or will they continue to say as thoy now do, that 
they know the door is open, and will be until tho Lord 
Jesus shall coinc. Just look at the order of events pre- 
dicted by the prophets. 1st. "Daniel's trouble." 2d. 
" The voice of God." 3d. " fc^gn of the son of man " 
4th. '* Coining of the sou of man." Is it not perfectly 
clear that there is no open door in tho lirst event named ; 
viz : timo of Daniel's trouble : if there was, surely tho 
prayers of nil the righteous united would save some one 
besides themselves. Noah, Job and Daniel could not if 
they wciO here. Then it is clear that the door is not 
open. . Can it be shown now whereabouts the 2,300 
days will end in tho time of troublo ? no ; will Jesus 
come then before the voice of God ? noj where, and 
when then, did the 2,300 days end, and the door close or 
shut? Answer, tenth day of the 7th month, 18-14. 1 
do not bclicvo it's in tho power of any living being on 
earth, or ever will be to show tho ending of tho 2,300 
days, and door shut at any other point of time. And now 
the timo-of trouble has began, what is our duty? An- 
swer, hold fast our past experience, and let no man take 
our crown. 

God hero describes his four soro judgments separately, 
and emphatically shown at that time tho ihiitless hopes 
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of unbelievers. Sec also Jcr. xlix : 3f>. Tlic fovir winds 
to conic upon Khun, 37th verse, shows how, viz : I will 
send the S WORD after them. Again Jcr. xxiii : 19,20; 
mid xxx : 23, 24. The lierco a"ngor of God upon the 
head of the wicked, a continuing whirlwind, " in the lat- 
ter (or last) da>/s yc shall consider it j/erfectfi/." This must 
ho for the time of trouble. Once more, Jcr. xxv : 2'J, I 
will call for a sword upon ALL the inhabitants of tho 
EARTH, lu tho 32d verse he calls this evil, the sword 
first, to destroy them, and says a great ichiiliruid shall 
be raised up from tho coasts of the earth, and the slain of 
the Lord, <.V.c., showing most clearly here, and in 31st 
verse, lhat it's the sword that slays them, and denomi- 
nates it a whirlwind. Just turn and read Prow i : 24-32; 
mark 27th verse , also llos. viii : 1, trespassing against 
God's law is sowing the wind, and they shall reap the 
whirlwind, <.Vc., 7lh verso; and lastly, ]sa. xvii: 12, 14, 
connecting with it the remaining }>ortions of Ezokiol's 
vision in chapter ix : 5-10 verses. Now wo see lhat 
A WIND, syinljolieully, or figuratively means a sword, 
or destroying weapon which will come upon nil the in- 
habitants of the earth when the four messengers let go, 
or as it would be more literally expressed when, they 
cease to have the power to restrain mob law, violence 
and blood, by the power of their organized governments. 
Please see the specimens which have been exhibited in 
Europe since the beginning of 184H, particularly Paris, 
the capital of France, on the 22d February, 20-23 June 
last, and now. And also Vienna, the capital of the Em- 
pire of Austria, and somo eight or ten other kingdoms 
and states, and then we shall begin to learn what John 
means by the holding or letting go a wind. 

Now it will be readily seen when they let go, and 
the lour winds blow, that these messenger governments 
only htid the power vested in them to hold tho first wind, 
or as it is called, a wind, the sword ; for when this work 
becomes general all over tho cn-th, (and it will be,) men 
cutting down their fellow men, neighbor against neigh- 
bor, brother against brorhcr, and city against, city. Then 
the other three winds will follow as a matter of courso, 
viz : famine, noisomo beasts, and pestilence, for it never 
was yet, nor ever can be in tho power of men to prevent 
them when law ceases to restrain the violence of tha 
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sword, which in the text is figuratively called " A 
WIND." 

Vlmlsk 2d. " Anil I saw another messenger ascending 
from tfic rising of the sun hating A scat of the living Coil, 
and he cited icith n loud coics to the Jour messengers to 
whom it was given to injure the earth a/ul the sea." 

ANOTHER MESSENGER : how shall we understand 
this .' Answer, men and women which. are moved upon 
by tho word and spun of God. to execute his will here 
upon this earth. Why cannot tins messenger or angel 
mean an invisible uim ] Answer, because wo never 
hear invisible angels or messengers preaching with loud 
voices to men. Seo the text, also Rev. xiv: 7, what the 
Advent people cried with loud voices in 1612 and '44. 
These in tho 7th chapter are sonic of the same messen- 
gers that have continued to pass on through the-lhrco 
messages in xiv : and are now " keeping the command- 
ments of God and the faith of Jesus." 12th verse, the 
present truth of which is the keeping the seventh day 
Sabbath, and bejieve the door is sluiL. lie says, 1 saw 
another masscnger ; does he mean to say there was but 
one? no: for in the 3d verse the same voico says, till 
WE have sealed, Arc, showing the plural number. Look 
at the xiv : chapter and 0th verse, he says there too 1 
saw another, the same expression. Now our history 
shows that there were hundreds teaching from the samo 
chronological charts that William Miller was, nil of one 
stamp. Then it. was the oneness of the message nil on 
one theme, tho coining of the Lord Jesus at a certain 
time, 1641. 

So I understand our text, the work is one, tho Sabbath 
keepers ascending with the Sabbath, " the seal of the 
living God." 

A SEAL OF THE LIVING GOD; what is it? An- 
swer, 6nc of tho most sacred truths that God ever gay_e 
in keeping to man, viz: "tho Sabbath of tho Lord-our 
God " As Moses gives the order of things, man was 
created tho sixth day, and tho next thing in order was 
the Sabbath. Then it was tho first truth which man. 
ever rocoivovl from tho mouth of God, in immediate com 
noction with his oxistauee, Jesus says, " tho Sabbath 
was ruailo for man ;" then whilo man exists both in this 
mortal and after that, in tho immortal state, this samo 
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Sabbath will bo his to keep; see Isa. lxvi : 23. "From 
one Sabbath to another shall ALL FLESH coino to wor- 
ship beforo mo saith the Lord." Here then is a timo 
when the Sabbath of the Lord onr God will be kopt by 
every living being. What say you that opposo and 
trample down God's holy Sabbath, and say it's abolish- 
ed, or it's changed, or to use a more modern phrase, it's 
"RELAXED;" will you keep it here? your practice 
says no! Docs it look like being kept "where the timo of 
trouble is in Europe ? No, no ! Wlicro then ? Answer, 
in tho New Jerusalem, the Paradise of God, whero it 
was first made fur man, where oil tho Sabbath keepers 
and l>elicvers of this holy law will be assembled, tho hun- 
dred and forty-four thousand who aio now living on the 
earth. Thcro is not one sentence from Gen. to Rev. to 
show" that the seventh day Sabbath, was ever " chang- 
ed," "abolished," or " RELAXED," since God first 
made it for man. 

We have God's word for it that it never will be ; hoar 
him : " my covenant will I not BREAK, nor ALTER 
the thing that is, gono out of my lips." Psa. lxxxix : 34. 
Again, " ye shall not ADD unto the word which I com- 
mand you, neither shall yo DIMINISH might from it 
that ye may keep the commandments of the Lord your 
God." — Dcnt'..iv:2. 

Docs not God's covenant, his 10th commandment to 
us includo the Sabbath. Is there any wise men in the 
land that can point to tho chapter and verse in the whole 
word of God, and say here is where ho has forfeited his 
word, and broke, and altera/, or diminhlud his command- 
ments. If the men are to be found, tho chapter and verse is 
not. I suppose somo will rise up and quote Coll. ii : 14-17. 
Look ye, docs not tho 1 7th verso say these arc sliadoics 
that aro abolished? yes! Well, docs not Isaiah show 
you as abovo stated, that there is no end to tho Sabbath? 
yes ! Well, did you ever see, or hear of a shadow to 
that which has no end? just as readily find a shadow to 
space ! eternity ! or to God ! ! Will you now come again 
with tho xiv : of Romans, 2d of Corinthians iii : chapter, 
or Paul's lotter to tho Galatians. Then you will only 
expose your own folly, for Paul has not furnished you 
with one argument to abolish God's holy Sabbath. I 
tell you it's beyond the reach of men. Has not Jesus 
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said also, that it is easier for heaven and earth to ]>ass 
away than for tho least sentence or jmrticle <>( the law 
to fail? It's from ovcrlasting to everlasting throughout 
the Iwnndless ages of eternity ; ono eternal, unchanging, 
weekly Sublxkth, forever, oven forever and over. Seeing 
then that this Sabbath began with man's existence, and 
runs on through the age of this world, and still contin- 
ues on co-cval and co-extensive with and for immortal 
man, and its holy author tho living God ; and this being 
the only great truth from the l>eginniug, why should it 
not 1)C called the seal of the living God. 

Licing God: is first used by Moses in Dent, v : 2G, 
" For who is thcro of all ilesh thut hath heard tho voice 
of the licing GW speaking out of tho midst of the fire, 
as wo have, and lived." Nehcmiah also refers to this, 
showing that it was tho timo tho awful scene when God 
came down to givo them truo laws, " nnd niakest known 
to them his holy Sabbath," ix : 13, 14. Joshua next 
uses tho expression " living God," when ho describes 
tho power of his commandments in rolling l>ack the 
downward stroain of the river Jordan, ice. John in vis- 
ion replies to it in tho samo sense, or meaning, " sees a 
■remnant of tho seed of tho woman (last end,) jktsocu- 
ted for keeping " tho commandments of God and testi- 
mony of Jesus Christ." — Rev. xii : 17. Again, ho sees 
them under tho third messenger's message, Rev. xiv : 'j, 
uftcr having passed through the two preceding ones in 
G— 8 verses, keeping tho commandments of God, tec, 
12th verse, and shows us how they came to understand 
their duty, and tho timo when to l>ogin to keep them, 
viz : " And (he temple of God was open in heaven, and 
there was seen in. his temple tho ark of his testament, 
and there wore lightnings and voices," tec , xi : 19. This 
Ark containing tho ten commandments was sern by 
whom? Answer, those that cried with voices at the 
same time. Who wcro these ? Answer, tho wise vir- 
gins at the close of a cry at midnight, when tho seventh 
day Sabbath question arose and wont through tho land 
in 1844 and '45. A little furtlwr : how came this door to.; 
bo open in tho teinplo in hcavon then ? Answer, Josus- 
had now finished his 1810 years ministration or work for 
the world, thon tho door was opened for the first time, 
(according to the typo and this revelation,) to introduce 
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out great High Priest niid King to his bride, ami for him 
to present ;il the Father'* thrulio the. whole Israel of God 
on his " breast plate oi' judgment," for remission, or blot- 
ting out of nil their sins : hut this cannot he, accomplish- 
ed until he has triAl them, ami humbled them, to prove 
thom, to know what is in their hearts, whether they will 
keep his commandments or no. — Dent, viii : 2. This was 
his maimer with the first church, so with tho last, see. 
the example, 1st Cor. x: G, C, 11. At this time then 
God's children by faith mid examination of his word, in 
their peculiar state and connection with their great high 
priest " in tho house of God," saw the commandments 
of God, ninl especially the clear light on the fourth, his 
holy Sabbath. Ami four years past history show their 
keeping it. — Ilcv. xi : it). Now hero Jesus (us in the 
type,) stands beside the mercy seat, which is (he cover 
to the ten commandments, waiting to blot out the sins of 
all tho Israel of God when they are sealed with the seal 
of tho living God, asihoy are presented in order on the 
"breast plate of judgment," even the twelve tribes of 
Israel. — Exo. xviii : :.".), 30, and 21. Compare this type 
with the sealing message. — Ilcv. vii : -0-B. 

Now if' you sre llic figure, the scene is in the inner tem- 
ple in the third heavens. 1st. The Ark with the com- 
mandments, over it is the mercy seat, God's throne ; An- 
gels looking into it ; God in glorious majesty seated in 
his great white throne right over it ; the living waters 
of life gushing out from under it creating a river that 
could not be passed over. — Kz. xlvii. " Wherein shall 
go no galley with oars, neither shall gallant ship pass 
thereby." — Isa. xxxiii : 20, 21. Beside it stands our great 
high priest crowned and clothed in royal majesty, pre- 
senting on his breast plate the hundred mid forty-four 
thousand now to be sealed with the seal of tho living 
God. This is rind has been the present truth for God'ts 
Israel ever since the vail of tho inner temple has been 
raised, or door open, i. c. since October 181-1. And it is 
to bo understood in a few simple words, viz : the Sabbath, 
of the Lord our .God, and shut door. Ezekicl shows the 
pastors~nnd~thc company pushing against it with side 
and shoulder, and treading it under their feet, fouling the 
rosidno of the waters. God says his flock cat and drink 
it, it's their lifo ; yes, yes ; it's tho meat in due season, 
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the present truth. God further says, these sheep an; 
men, they shall bo mine and I will be their Coil : 
Ezekiel xxxiv. This settles the <piestion, the sheep are 
scattered having been deserted by their shepherds. These 
nre the people which John sees keeping the command- 
ments ol' Cod, particularly the seventh day Sabbath : lor 
this, and this only is ihc ereul ob|eelion. \\ hat follows 
why now they are to lie sealed with this truth .' where 
do we find this .' why in Hev. vii : 2-1, it's called a seal 
of the living God. After this, it is seen that the temple 
in heaven is open again, xv : !i. What lor .' answer, 
Jesus has finished his work there, tin- saints aie all seal- 
ed. Now Michael stands up to reign, the sealed me.— 
sengers go forth Jly and 

by lie sees sealed ones entering the holy city, XMi ; 1 1 ; 
who? answer, those that do, or keep Cod's command- 
ments. Surely the Sabbath is included here, and it's the 
one hundred and forty-four thousand only that is seen 
entering the city. These are those only which are liviua 
when Christ comes. The dead saints" are not now keep- 
ing the commandments, they arc separately represented, 
Rev. vii : '.1-15. 

Paul's Trstimonif : lie was caught up to tho third hea- 
vens! did he see the ten commandments there f lie 
does not say he did: but hoar him reason about it! 
"Because that which may bo known of God is manifest 
for tho invisible things of him from the creation ol the 
world are clearly seen, being understood by the tilings 
tlrat nro made, so that we are without excuse." — 
Rom. i : 11)20. What is this ? let Paul explain it Inr- 
thcr! " Who serve unto the example and shadow of 
lica vcnly things, as Moses was admonished of God when 
ho was about to make the Tabernacle: for see, (sailh 
he) that thou make all things according to the pattern 
shewed to tlieo iu tho mount." — Hob. viii: 5. "It is 
therefore necessary that the patterns of things in the 
heavens should be purified with these, | blood ol beasts, | 
but the heavenly things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these." ix : 2:). Now by turning to Kxo. xxv : we 
can read what the patterns are. The xl : chapter shows 
that the Tabornaolo was made for to put the urk in, ihl 
and 21st verses. Hero then aro perfect patterns not 
only of tho houso not made with bunds, but every urlielo 
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of furniture it contains, and especially the Ark with tho 
ten commandments, Mere then it will plainly appear 
that the patterns of these things were given for the in- 
struction and government of man in this mortal state ; 
hut the substance, the original, particularly the ten com- 
mandments, are, and were made by God for all the re- 
deemed in immortality. Now if the commandments re- 
main perfect in heaven, how can they become imperfect 
on earth. Again we are told that 'the change of the 
Sabbath took place at the resurrection of Jesus, while 
others say it was abolished at his death. This they say 
was uljutit A. D. Si. Now the date of Paul's -letters from 
which we quoted, are twenty-seven years this side of 
their position, arc not worth a 

straw, and the perfoetuess of these- things here, and the 
condemnation lor not believing what is seen, is for us ; 
or there is not one particle of his teaching lor us, who 
will take a stand like this .' This then makes it a scal- 
ing truth, God says his Sabbath is a perpetual one, to 
bo observed by the children of Israel forever. Jesus 
says, " tho Sabbath was made for man." Then it will 
be his always, whether in this mortal or immortal state ; 
therefore it's an everlasting truth. 

Among the many sins committed by prophets, priests, 
and people, the most prominent has been the itolluting 
God's holy Sabbath. "They have profaned my holy 
Sabbaths, they put no difference between the holy and 
profane." — K/.e. xxii : 6, 20 ; xxiii : 33. Therefore God's 
wrath was ] toured upon them, and they were sent into 
captivity, 'llic opposite: " Thus saith the Lord, blessed 
is the man (not the natural Jew only,) that kecpeth the 
Sabbath from polluting it; also the sons of the stranger 
(the gentile,) that kcepoth tho Sabbath from polluting 
it, even them (or such of them,) will I bring to my holy 
mountain, and make them joyful in my house of prayer ; 
lor mine house shall be called an house of prayer for all 
people." — Isa. lvi : 2, G, 7. This certainly extends to 
the reign of Christ here. Again : " those who would 
cease from their own pleasure on my holy day, and call 
the Sabbath a delight, tho holy of tho Lord, honorable, 
and shall honor him not doing, thine own ways, nor find- 
ing thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words. 
Thou shalt thou delight thyself iu tho Lord, aud I will 
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cause thec to ride upon the high places of tho earth, nnd 
feed thee with the heritage of Jacob thy Father, lor the 
mouth of tho Lord hath spoken it." lviii : IU, 11. — 
These two verses show us how to keep the Sabbath 
holy and honor God, and jtositively carry the keepers of 
the Sabbath to their promised inheritance. The VJXh 
verse shows the restoring of the Sabbath. When this 
earth shall have performed six thousand revolutions, 
around tho sun, man will have bad U13.071 holy days, 
or fc57 years of holy days set apart ami sanctified "by 
God for his sjtccial benefit. This brings us to the siirn of 
the Sabbath. 

The Sahhath — a sjon, -and wgnifies subscribe, rej>- 
rcscnt, notify, mark. This being the signification 
of a sign, it is the same as seal. God says that he 
gave the Sabbath for a ]terpetual covenant and " a si«n 
(or sail) between him and the children of Israel forever. 
(His reasons for it are,) tor, (or because) in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, and on tho seventh day 
ho rested and was refreshed." — Exo. xxxi: 17. How 
evident it is to any person of sane mind, that God gave 
this sign at the samo time that he mado the Sabbath, 
viz: on the seventh day of creation ; not for the tribes of 
Israel only that lived in the days of Moses, but for the 
whole Israel of God, from Adam to the resurrection of 
the righteous dead. This sign then was given twenty- 
five hundred years ltelbre there was a descendant of Ja- 
cob on the earth. The reason why Jacob's name was 
changed to Israel, was because he wrestled all night 
with an Angel and prevailed with God. In this scusu 
then all who overcome (and none else) will be the true 
Israel of God. 

Again.' " Verily my Sabbaths ye shall keep, for it is 
a sign between me (the children of Israel,) aud you 
throughout your generations; that ye may know that 1 
am the Loril that doth sanctify you." The generation 
of Jacob's descendants have not ended yet, hence the 
sign. But it was given lor all that keep the Sabbath. 
It never can be a sign to them that do not keep it. Fur- 
ther, the keepers arc sanctified by observing it. It is a 
sign, because no servile labor is to be done on that day 
It is a sign because God has given it to us expressly lor 
that purjxjsc. Further, it is a sign that we shall know

him, and be forever with liim. It will continue with 
the Sabhajli, ami that wo have.provcd, never ends. - 

A sign, iti-jiti/itx subscribe, represent, notify, mark, 
similar to our own usnges. A sells D his farm, the 
contract is closed by giving a deed. How would it look 
if A lirst delivered, then scaled, afterwards signed, nnd 
then wrote if .' You say, wrong : well then, reverse it. 
A writes it, then signs and seals, and then delivers it. 
Just so witli a letter ; just so is God's order ; now try- 
ing us, to prove us, by seeing whether we will keep bin 
commandments or no ; if wc do, then wc have the sign 
of the Sabbath, and ready to bo sealed, and then deliv- 
ered by tbe*voice of God from tfroUimo of trouble. Here 
then the sealing process is proved as Paul has Abraham, 
■' and he received the sign of circumcision, a seal of the 
righteousness ol the faith which ho had," <.Vc, Horn, iv : 
li. The sign shows that the seal must follow, and as 
there is no other truth which God has given his servants 
that is tube a sign between him and them but the keep- 
ing his Sabbath, then *' a seal of the living God " is 
the Sabbath. 

" ASCENDING FROM THE RISING OF THE 
SUN, Inning a seul of the living God." I had believed 
that this asrciidiiig wns to have been taken in a literal 
sense; the sealing messengers going at first from tho bor- 
ders of tho Atlantic (sun's rising,) West, and North, de- 
claring the scaling message, but God in answer to uni- 
ted prayer gave us the clear light upon it, through sister 
Ellen G. White ; some of the circumstances wcro as fol- 
lows :p^A small company of brethren and sisters wcro 
assembled in meeting in Dorchester, near Boston, Mass. 
lie lbru the meeting commenced, some of us were exam- 
ining some of tho points in the scaling message ; somo 
dillcronco of opinion existed about the correctness of the 
view of the word ascending, &a, and whereas wo had 
made tho publishing of the message a subject, of 'prayer 
at tho Topsham Conference (Afo.) a little previous; and 
the way to publish appeared, not sufficiently clear, wo 
therefore resolved unitedly to refer it all to God. After 
some time spent in earnest prayer for light and instrnc- 
tion, God-gavo-sister Wlnte.tlic. following in vision, viz : 
-Where did the light break out ? Let thine angels teach 
u"s where the light broke out ! It commenced from a lit- 
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^lo.. then thou didst give one light after another. The. 
The testimony anil commandments are linked together, 
they cannot be separated ; that comes first the ton com- 
mandments, by God. 

The commandments never would be struck against if 
it were not to get rid of the Sabbath commandment. 
That one that has relaxed it is very foolish. It was very 
small, and when it rose, though it rose in strength, it 
was weak back there, when it came up it increase, (or 
increased.) If they won't hear it they ureas accounta- 
ble as though they did hear it. 

He was well pleased \ylum his law began to come up 
in strength, and the'wasie. places he^an to he built up. 

Out ot weakness il lias become sUonjj from searching 
his word. The lest upon It bus been but u short tituv 
AJ1 who arc saved will be tried ii|k>ii it in some way 
That truth arises and is on the increase, stronger, nnd 
stronger. It's the seal ! It's earning up ! It arises, 
commencing from the rising of the sun. Like tho sun. 
first cold, mows warmer and sends its rays. 

When thai truth arose there was but halo light in it, 
but it has been increasing. O the power of these rays. 

It grows iu strength, the greatest weight and light is 
on that truth, lor it lasts forever when the- bible is not 
needed. It arose there in the cast, it began with a small 
light, but its oeatns are healing. O how mighty is that 
truth ; it's' the highest after they cuter the goodly land, 
but it will increase till they are made immortal, it com- 
menced from the rising of tho sun, keeps on its course 
like the sun, but it jiey_cr $c's. 

The angels are holding the four winds. 

It is God that restrains the powers. 

The angels have not let go, for the saints arc not all 
scaled. 

The time of trouble has commenced, it is begun. Tho 
reason why tho four winds have not let go, is because the 
saints are not all sealed. It's on tho increase, and will 
iucreaso more and more ;, tho trouble will never end un- 
til the earth is rid of the wicked. 

At that time neighbor will bo against neighbor. That 
timo has not yet coino, when brother against brother 
and sister against sister ; but will como when Michael 
stands up. 
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When Michael stands up this trouble will be all over 
llic earth. 

"Why they arc just ready to blow. There's a check 
put on because th« saints arc nut sealed. 

Yea, publish the tilings thon hast seen and heard, and 
the blessing of God will attend. Look ye I ihaLrisirt" 
is hi strength, and grows brighter and brighter. Thai 
truth is the seal, tiuit T s why it comes last. The shut 
door we have had- Clod has taught and taught, but that 
experience is not the seal, and that commandment that 
has been trodden under foot will be exalted. And when 
ye i;et that you will go through the time of trouble. 

Yea, all that thou art looking at, thou shall not see 
-just now. Be careful, let no light be set aside which 
comas from another way from which thou art looking for. 

The alwve was copied word for word as she S[>akc in 
vision, therefore it's unadulterated ; some sentences es- 
caped us, and somo which we have not copied hero. 
This probably is sullieient to show the answer to our 
prayers. 

Here first, we were taught to publish the sealing mes- 
sage and God's blessing would lulloW. But be caroful 
nut to set aside any light which comes from another 
quarter from which we were (then) looking, 

2d. That the time of trouble had commenced. 

3d. That the four angels had not let go, because the 
saints were not all sealed. 

4th. That it was God which restrained the powers. 

5th. That the Sabbath and the shut door were the con- 
necting truths that was now the present truth. 

6th. That the Sabbath is the seal, because it's the 
greatest and the last truth, and continues forever. 

7th That the ascending from the rising of the sun is 
(symlwlieal,) and represent the rising of the Holy Sab- 
bath from the eastern continent (bordering on the ocean,) 
of these United States. It began in a little spot like the 
sun rising from his ocean bod, is small, and its power 
feshlc, but increases in warmtlhand power, strength and 
majesty ; transcending all other ]>owcr. 

Its beaming rays running out to invigorate and cheer, . 
and warm the earth, is first cold and feeble, because its 
rays are horizontal, but as she (apparently) ascends in 
the heavens, they strike obliquely, and continues on

strengthening in power and effulgence until its vertical 
rays come directly down upon us. So with this mighty 
Sabbath truth, the sign Wtwcen God and man. has 
come up once more free from sectarian shackles ill Baby- 
lon since a cry at midnight ; though weak at first it has 
l>ccn increasing through all op[K>sition ; shining in its 
strength and beauty, showing that it is a test by which 
the true children of God arc to bo tried, and lastly, " a 
6cal of the living God," to seal them in their foreheads, 
for the great day ol' God's Wrath ! when he shall roar 
out of Zion and utter his voice from Jerusalem, and shake 
tlie heavens, earth, sea, and all nations. 

But as this message, and its messengers will undoubt- 
edly meet with fierce opi>osition : 1st, from lmekslideis 
who have once professed to keep this Holy Sabbath, but 
only held it in unrighteousness ; and 2d, from the no law, 
nud no commandment professors; IJil, from others who 
say the Sabbath is changed but don't know how, nor 
where* 

As much has been said to prejudice the honest and 
candid enquirers after truth, against dreams and visions 
of these last days, 1 think it a proper place here to al- 
lude, to some bible history, and make some passing re- 
marks. We are Commanded to//// the spirits, that wo 
may understand which Ls iie.ht. So also to try visions 
by proving all things and holding fast that which is good. 
The promise stands on record that there should be vis- 
ions in the last days. Well, says one, we have had them 
and it has caused nothing but confusion and fanaticism, 
therefore 1 believe all of them to be false. I ask if there 
ever could be a false, unless there was a true first ? how 
can any thing be counterfeited unless from the genuine .' 
What is still clearer according to i'eter, last day visions 
arc to be under the influence of God's spirit. — Aetsii: 
17, 18. Therefore there is to be spiritual visions from 
G<xl ill the last days, just as certain as there is to bo 
signs, and who will have the hardihood to deny the re- 
peated appearances of these. Jf the visions this sister 
has published arc false, pray tell if you can, where we 
are to look for the true ones, Flcaso read them over 
again, and see how clearly and biikwly they accord with 
God's word and Second Advent history. But the great 
majority have no faith in visions. Then they may ns 
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well say they have no faith ill the bible : for some, yea, 
many of the most wonderful scenes, ind also promises 
made to tho church of Cod have como to us through vis- 
ions. Let us notice a lew ! 

Abraham in vision was promised an heir, also the land 
of Canaan for himself, and seed alter him. — Gen. xv : 
1, 12-1S. Jacob had his duty made known to him in 
visit, n, to remove from the land of Canaan to Egypt witli 
all Ins posterity. — Gen. xlvi : 2-7. What would have 
been the consequence, if ho had doubted .' 

Balaam saw visions of the Almighty with Ins eyes 
open, lie saw the star coming out of Jacob, and a. 
scepter rise, out of Israel ; yes, he saw the advent of 
Jesus. — jS'iim. xxiv : 4, 17. 

There wus a time when the word of the Lord was pre- 
cious in the land, because there was no open vision. Cod 
then spake to Samuel by night. — Sain. iii. 

Job also saw visions of God. vii : 11. 

Solomon says where there is no vision the people per- 
ish, but ho that keepoth the lair happy is he. — Proverbs 
xxix : lb. Isaiah in vision had a seraphim touch Ins 
lips with hallowed lire — he saw" the land utterly deso- 
late and men removed faraway.'-' vi : ll, 12. lie also 
saw " a previous vision from a terrible land," xxi : Also 
tho "valley of vision," undoubtedly it was the Second 
Advent movement since 1811, xxii. Again: " tho vis- 
ion of all is become unto yon as the words of a scaled 
book, therefore tho wisdom of their wise men should per- 
ish, xxix : 11. God touched Jeremiah's mouth with his 
hand and caused him to see! i: '.), 11, II), lie. says 
their visions are vain, and from their own heart when 
they cry peace, which is not from the mouth of the Lord, 
xxiii : 10, 17. The law is no more, her prophets also 
find no vision from the Lord. — Lam. ii : '.). ll appears 
from this, when God's laic is despised and visions fail, 
(just as the priests and people would luvvo it now,) then 
desolations sweep over the land. Ezck'ul. too had most 
wonderful visions of God, sec from 1st to 112th chapter. 
In his 9th and 10th chapter ho gives his view of this 
scaling message, tho voice of God, (explained in xliii : 2d 
and 3d verses.) In tho vii: ho shows us things which 
now appear to bo transpiring, 25, 27. And then liko a 
man of God ho goes abroad and declares what ho saw 
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to his people, xi: 21,2.5. Here is plain duty for all that 
have visions ol God, gound do likewise, lie also shows 
that " the lair departs from the priest, for the days are 
at hand and the rff'rri of every vi>iou — " ye have seduc- 
ed my people saying peace " — " because with lies ye 
have made the heart of the righteous sad whom 1 have 
not made sad, and strengthened the hands of the wick- 
ed," xiii: 22. lias the published visions of If 10 mid -17 
caused the wicked to triumph, anil righteous to be sad '. 
then reject them. Here is a standard by which to try 
them: Dtwirfs rixions have been written in Ixxjks and 
drafted charts of thou last days, and caused the inhabi- 
tants on both laud and sea to tremble, and feel the con- 
demning power of the living burning truths of Cod. — 
Mieah shows that the sun goes down, and night comes 
because there is no vision: hi : 0. 

Anios's vision, vii : viii : anil ix : chapters, (minting us 
to our own experience, in this day of lainiuc for the 
word of the Lord. 

Obarinth's testimony is all vision: so is Nalntm's. 
Stand out side of the cities after the twilight and you 
will see (just what he did in vision 25U0 years ago,) the 
chariots with their Hauling torches, running like the 
lightnings. Look around you throughout the land and 
see the iir trees (now called sycamore or bnitonwood,) 
terribly shaken, a standing miracle lor the last live years ; 
think that this is not the day of his preparation .' ii : 3. 

llaltukkuk's vhitm .' How strikingly clear he portmy's 
Daniel's vision on the charts of 1*12, ii : 2, :J. Head also 
what he saw about the time of trouble, and what perfect 
confidence God'* people would have in the terrible fam- 
ine at that time, when the trees, tho fields, and the stalls 
shall fail to yield them food, iii : 10-17. See also Zaehu- 
riah's vision of the last days ; God said to llosea, " I 
havo multiplied visions." lint let us come to the New 
Testament, the days of tho first advent of Jesus, lie 
" was the true light which lighleth every man that Com- 
eth into the- world," and yet God was still speaking by 
visions. 

Zachariah's vision, Luko i: 22, taught that Jesus was 
about to como, by showing him that his son would pre- 
pare tho way for him, and because ho doubted ho wan 
fctruck spcochless : mark this ! Tho same angol Gubriel 
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visits the mother of Jesus in a few months after to show 
the coining of the Messiah, 26-28 verses. 

At the close of Daniel's wonderful prophecy of the 
seventy weeks, Cornelius the centurian had a vision, and 
was directed to send lor Peter ; just before the arrival of 
the messengers God gave Peter a vision, which brought 
the Jew and Gentile nations together, by giving them 
salvation. It seems that God repeated Peter's vision 
twice ; what if lie had doubted • why some ono clso 
would have had the vision say you, for that prophecy 
was then to be fulfilled. Let us bo careful how wo 
doubt when God 'speaks through worms like ourselves. 
What think you of three fold united vision on the mount? 
the three witnesses viewing the miniature kingdom of 
the Lord Jesus. — Math, xvii : l J. Now let us hear a 
learned man's experience and testimony of visions !• Tho 
Apostlo Paul saw in vision a man coining to open his 
eyes. — Acts ix : 12-21. lie also hasa vision at Troas to 
go to Macedonia, xvi : 0. lie has nnothcr at Corinth, 
xviii : 'J. But the most wonderful of all was when ho 
was caught up to the third heavens, up into Paradise; 
here he jaw in vision things too wonderful to be uttered ! 
this and the seven thunders which John heard, were too 
wonderful to be told. 

And now to close up the book of God, we come to tho 
book of Revelations containing twenty-two chapters of 
visions; a testimony to the seven dilloreu states of the 
churches from A. D. ( JG to the present day; seventeen 
hundred and fifty-three years duration ; with the bless- 
ing of God promised to all his servants who read and 
hear, and keep the sayings of this book ; anil a curse of 
eternal destruction to any one who shall add, or diminish 
from this book. In this book too, let us remember, is 
given the scaling message. And lastly let us unite 
Peter's testimony at the days of penticost ! ■*" And it 
shall come to pass in tho last days, (sailh God,) 1 will 
pour out of my spirit upon all flesh, and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your young men 
shall sec visions, and your old men shall dream dreams : 
And I will shew wonders in heaven above, and signs in 
the earth beneath ; blood and fire and vnjxjr of smoko." 
Acts ii : 17, 19. Just read tho foregoing testimonies of 
Prophota mid Apostles and say, will God's word fail us 
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hero ? Did not theso prophets and apostles testify in 
vision by the inspiration of his spirit ? yes. 

Will it not 1x5 manifest in tho same way in the last 
days? yes. Is there any proof that the last days arc 
past ? no. Have any of the signs connected with tho 
promised dreams and visions of the last days been seen 
yet? Why, to bo sure they have ; the daily and week- 
ly papers have been teeming with them the last five 
years, besides tho many books which have been pub- 
lished, and lectures given to prove that the earth is full 
of them. And the wonders of blood, and lire, und vapor 
of smoke, is repeated sometimes twice a week. Well, 
I am glad you have acknowledged so much. Now why 
not believe tho visions connected with these signs, unless 
you can absolutely provo that they arc not of Cod. Is 
faith made perfect by believing a part of God's testimo- 
ny, and doubting some parts connected with it ? certainly 
not. O but says one, wc have had so many false vis- 
ions. Well, that is no proof that God's word will fail 
and leave us without any true ones. . I was once slow 
to believe that this sister's visions were of God. I did 
not oppose them, for the word of the Lord is positively 
clear that spiritual visions will be given to his people in 
the last days. More than two years arc now past sinco 
I proved them true. Therefore I profess myself a firm 
believer in her visions so far as 1 have witnessed, and I 
have seen her have many. In every instance they have 
been in accordance with God's word : setting the pro- 
mises of God, and tho closing scenes around us in har- 
monious, scriptural order, leaving the hearers the privi- 
lege of searching the scriptures for the proof, and also in 
rebuking sins of omission and commission, without par- 
tiality to friend or foe, always causing the hearts of tho 
righteous to rejoice, and the wicked to tremble: exactly 
the reverse of what God taught Ezckiel was false vis- 
ions, viz : seducing his people with vain visions, by di- 
vining lies, making the hearts of the righteous sad, whom 
Ho had not made sad, and strengthening tho luiuds_of 
tho wickod. xiii : 7-10, 22, 23. This I believe sho has 
novor been guilty of. I believe there are those who aro 
counterfeiting this holy work of God : better for them 
that thoy had novor l>cen born. 

I fully bolievo in addition to this, that God is uow giv- 
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in j^ dreams and visions to his scattered children in many 
places, to prepare, them for the coming' scenes of this 
lust cotniug conflict, tin-, slaves of our own laud, espec- 
ially. I envy not the professor who is constantly look- 
ing up passages to make void the plain word of God. — 
" Man is to live hy every word of God." 

As this sister is not known hy many who rend her vis- 
ions and may read this Scaling Message, T have without 
her knowledge given the foregoing arguments and state- 
ments, to satisfy my readers respecting the truth of this 
recorded vision ; and especially to give God the glory for 
all the light he gave us on that memorable occasion ; to 
him he all the praise. .Her privations are many, and 
her trials severe : she seems to be aware of the necessity 
of these to keep her from being " exalted above mea- 
sure ;" aiul fully sensible that she, like all others, must 
watch and pray and be sober, enduring to the end, to be, 
saved. 

One thing more' in a vision in meeting the day before, 
November 16th, sho says: who has relaxed that fourth 
commandment.' O thou foolish man! thou shalt feel 
the weight of this commandment when you cannot keep 
it. That charge shall be held nip to tlieo in the. day of 
judgment, ami you will feel it more. 

(3, thou wilt wish that those words had xiovcr passed 
thy lips. 

Stand out from him entirely. 

When she came out of vision, she said : , 

I saw that he rolled, and turned on his bed, to sco how 
he could get round this law of God. 

I saw that he would feel the weight and force of it 
when he could not keep it. 

I saw ho did things on the Sabbath, and wished to 
justify himself. Who was this you saw ? answer : J. B. 
Cook. " For there is nothing covered that shall not bo 
revealed, neither hid that shall not be known." — Luko 
xii: 2. For further information see Advent Harbinger 
Sept. 30th— Nov. 11th, 16-18. 

" And he cried with a loud eoirc to the four messengers 
to whom it was gicen to injure the earth and sea." Who 
cries with a loud voice ? answer : the- mossongers which 
give the sealing message. Who do they cry to ? on- 
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swer : the four messenger governments on the four quar- 
ters of the earth. 

Erplaiuuwn .' These four, and one messenger, can bo 
explained only in one of two ways. They must all bo 
cither literal uugels or literal men. We havo already 
given several reasons on 5-6 pages why they arc not 
literal angels, or angelic beings. 

Wo will try to show further that they arc litcrnl men 
and women doing the work of God among their lellow 
men, in like manner as has been done since the geneial 
going forth of advent messengers from Istl. Now for 
that prophecy and history .' seo ltev. xiv : 0-1'-'. " And 
I saw another angel (or messenger,) Hying through tho 
midst of heaven having the everlasting gospel to prttu/t 
unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation 
and kindred and lomruo and people, saying lear God and 
frivo glory to him lor the hour of his judgment is come, 
and worship him that made heaven, and the earth and 
sea, and the fountains of waters," Gth and 7ih versos. 

I believe it is not denied by any udveulist that this 
was their work from 1611, '<M. Well, wustliistho work 
~ST "all' invisible angel crying with a loud voice to men, 
and preaching tho gospel to them 1 No one can make 
it so appear. Angelic angels do not cry with loud voices 
to men ; neither can it be shown from the bible or history 
that they preach tho gospel to men. How shall we un- 
derstand it then > Answer'', just as you sco yourself 
and others doing that very identical work, if it willmako 
the subject any clearer to believe that invisible angels 
give tho cry first, and we havo. responded, I object-not, 
but coufess that I cannot so sec it, William Miller was 
tho loading man, and all who preached the sanio doc- 
trine and from the same chronological charts, was of tho 
same faith, or oneness of tho message. Thcreforo it was 
represented as an nngel message Wo all know that 
there were hundreds engaged in this message; so tho 
same with tho other angel that followed, saying, Baby- 
lon is fallen, 6th verse ; and again with tho. third aagol 
following thorn, saying, with a loud voice, Sec, 9th verse, 
who docs not know that theso were men. But how did 
they preach that message ? did thoy go on to state in 
preaching this gospel that wo must " fear God and givo 
glory to iiim und worship him that made heaven and

earth, and the sea ami the fountains of waters ?" no: I 
do not believe that an advent congregation ever listened 
to a full exposition o( this 7th verse. What then ? An- 
swer : tlie ctutractrr of tin; message. Why. litis xiv : 
chapter was never made the subject of a discourse that 
I know of, until the second messenger's cry that Baby- 
lon had fallen ; and even then it was not understood: 
and yet it was the right message as wc now know. — 
True William Miller lectured ' from this chapter and 
taught that it brought to view the great harvest, of the 
world, sec his life and views, page 132. He docs not 
even allude to our history as it was. Why ! we called 
it I lie. midnight cry, the second coining of Christ, the 
prophetic prophecy, or visions of Daniel and John, and 
said the Lord Jesus was coming in 18-13 and -M. Wc 
did fear Cod and give glory to him, and the way wo 
learnt it was by following the character of the message ; 
so we answer, we do in crying to the tour messengers. 
Ouf judgment hour cry message was, to preach it to eve- 
ry nation. I ask how this was done ? why by sending 
publications to every missionary station. Wc proved 
that was preaching it to foreign nations, except England 
and perhaps a few other nations in Europe. Now as this 
was the way that wo have given the charachr of the 
message to every nation in '-13 and '<M, so wo believe it 
may bo here in the. vii : chapter. Again, it is positively 
certain that these were men and not an angel doing the 
first thrco years work at the hour (or period) of his judg- 
ment; how can it ho proved that wo are changed to 
ungclic beings to finish the rest of our work before the 
resurrection. Go to the xiv : chapter again, sec thcro 
are some of the very identical persons that was doing 
the work in the other messages, now " keeping tho com- 
mandments of God and the faith of Jesus." These and 
no others arc tin; sealing messengers. God will not per* 
niit any one to uso his seal that doubts whether ho fuw 
one or no, so it is clear that none but Sabbath bolicveTs 
and keepers can have a part or lot in this matter. 

I gay therefore, unless it can bo clearly proved that tlio 
five messengers in vii: 1, 2, are angelic beings, then I 
havo hero the right exposition. If all other difficulties 
which I have mentioned could bo removed, and that 
would bo exceedingly difficult, yot cauuot this, unlcsu 
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wc yield our history, and if wc do that wc shall fail to 
find where the sealing messengersa-ome from. Further, 
we do not certainly know that thii message will not go 
to these three nations. The United States certainly will 
have it. England and Russia lx>th have colonies on this 
continent. England Mill surely have it. France is but 
twenty-ono miles from Ureal Britain. This is iu the fu- 
ture, and can all, for what 1 see, bo fulfilled. 

Ancei.ic A mi km instruct men in three ways. 1st, visi- 
bly and personally, as in the case of Abraham, Lot and 
Jacob. — Gen. xviii : xix : and xxxii. In dreams and vis- 
ions of night or day, as Joseph, Peter, and John. 3d. 
Angel Gabriel in social eases to Daniel, Zuclmrin and 
Mary, rcqxrting hit visit to the Prince of Persia. — Dan. 
x: 13, 20, it is an isolated ease to a wicked man, and 
certainly is no proof of a fourth manner of instruction 
" to those who shall be heirs of salvation." Wc certain- 
ly have had no instructions like the above (bible rule) 
to teach us our duty in the three messages (thus fur) in 
llcv. xiv : 0-12, since 1811. If invisible angels have, 
and do now teach us our duty except by dreams and vis- 
ions, I cauuot see it ; neither can I sec how it is possible 
to explain our duty by representing the angels as-invisi- 
ble ones. They must be men here, and so in like man- 
ner the 7th chapter must l>e explained. Paulsays that 
(Ul inspired scripture is to [>orieet the man of God and 
thoroughly Jit him for vrt n/ fsootl trork. Jesus savs, " the 
spirit of truth will conduct iuloall truth." Angels come 
to instruct, and strengthen in special cases. 

Laud rm\r : Invisible angels or messengers do not cry 
with loud voices to men. Therefore it must mean the 
voices of men, or messenger* here, see 3d verse, till WE 
have scaled, Arc, showing that the sealing message is 
not given by one messenger alone. 

3d verse, " (Stiyiuif, injure not the tarth, nor the sea, nor 
tlic trees, till WE have mated the skiivants of our God on 
t/icir forchcarh." 

INJURE, here means tho inhabitants of earth and 
sea, and trees, particularly fruit trees au I have shown. 
This i>ower is with the men of earth and sea, for invisi- 
ble messengers do not destroy trees. 

SEALING, signifies to close, stttlc. confirm, ratify, make, 
sure between two parties for over. Iu this cuso the" pur- 
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tics are God, Jesus Christ and the Holy Ghost, with 
144,000 men and women ou the earth, witnessed by all 
the holy angels in heaven. When the 141,000 on the 
earth, individually, keep God's Holy Sabbath according 
to tho commandment, sec the example in Luke xxiiij 
6G, and decalogue, Exo. xx : 8-10, then tho sign of that 
Sabbath is manifest, and this sign will bo a seal of their 
righteous act and faith, as circumcision was to faithful 
Abraham, Rom. iv : 11, and tho act ratified, by their be- 
ing " scaled by the holy spirit of promiso unto the day 
of rahinjitioii." 

That this is certain, sec Rev. xiv : 1 ; here is tho same 
number in their rcdeenuHl state. But stop, says one, 
these 114,000 in Rev. xiv: 1, aro little children. There 
is not one passage in Revelations to sustain it ; oh well, 
says another, I know they arc not children, but thcy.arc 
the 144,000 that cainc up out oC their graves at tho re- 
surrection of Jesus. This, too, is without any founda- 
tion in the whole word of God: every argument from 
Rev. vii : l-'J contradicts it. John did not sec but one 
company of 14 1,000 in his vision, and they were fust to bo 
scaled immediately preceding the letting go the four 
winds, or in plain language, on the four principal pow- 
ers of earth becoming disorganized. This we sec is now 
taking place in the cast, und this identical 144,000 arc 
now being scaled. See also Sabbath Vindication, pages 
100, 101. 

In Revelations wo learn that none but Jesus has pow- 
er to unseal tho word, v: 1, 2, 5, 11, 12; vi : 1, 3, 
5, 7, 9, 12. 

The book of this prophecy is not to bo scaled, xxii : 10. 

Again, some things were to bo scaled. Tho seven 
thunders which John hoard arc never to be known here. 
The Devil is to be scaled tor 1000 years; some are teach- 
ing that he has been scaled a great while ago, others 
that we have past the G000 years of the world, and en- 
tered on the seventh in 1844. If that be true, then he 
has been sealed a little more than four years. It is very 
certain that neither of these positions ure true, for the 
chain is not made in tho land yet (Ezc. vii : 23,) that 
can hold him. This scaling work when accomplished, 
will look more like the chain (or jiotcut truth,) than any 
thing heretofore seen. Daniel's prophecy or vision was 
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to be sealed to tho time of tho end, viz : 1798 ; since then 
it has been unsealed. So wo see that whatever is seal- 
ed is for a specified time, or forever and ever. Paul 
speaks of another sealing under the gospel, 2d Cor. i : 22, 
2d Tim. ii : 19, but the seal in our text differs from them 
all ; it is " the seal of the living God." 

FOREHEADS, meaning public profession, or charnc- 
terT Exo. xxviii : 36-38; Rev. ix : 4; xiii : 1G. This 
last text is still iu tho future, and has a direct bcuriug on 
this very scaling message. This ungodly j>ower from 
which God's people have been called out, ( Rav twin; a ) 
will yet, as it now appears, enact a law for the express 
purpose of making all bow down and keep the Pope's 
Sabbath, (Sunday ) and all who do not, will have to 
cease their intercourse, for this law will not allow them 
to buy or sell, 17th verse. This will test the ]x>wer there 
is in the true Sabbath, " the seal of Uic /icing God" I 
stay amen, and amen. 

Also in xiv : 9-11. Here we got the mark out of our 
foreheads and hands, by leaving her (Babylon) and cm- 
bracing the true Sabbath. So when it is fully settled in 
our hearts, and wc aro sanctified through keeping it, it 
will bo as fully known what our profession is, and that 
wc are marked witli it in our foreheads, as it was when 
wo got our sectarian mark out of our foreheads, Sic, by 
leaving the churches. Tho 12th verso shows that we 
wero called out from them to keep the truo Sabbath, for 
this is even now, tho only commandment in dispute. 

" SERVANTS OF OUR GOD :" who aro they ?— 
Answer, they arc those who serve God under all dispen- 
sations, Moses, David, Daniel and Paul. Soon it will be 
suid, woll done thou good cotd faitliful servant, enter thou 
into tho joys of thy Lord. 

" A/id I Iteard Uic nu»i&c of those scaled. A hundred 
Jortyfour Uiausaiul were scaled of all Uic tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel." 

"TRIBES OF THE CHILDREN OF ISRAEL:" 
who are these? answer, "THE SERVANTS OF OUR. 
GOD," sec 3d verse, the proof is here plain who the triboa 
of tho children of Israel arc ; whenever the Sabbath has 
been contended against, none but the literal Jews were 
allowed to be God's Israel, but see here, how your straw 
houses are demolished. John in holy vision sees tnut 
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this very Sablxith which is " Oie seal of the living God " 
is now being scaled on the foreheads of the twelve tribes 
of the children of Israel, which Tsrael are " Vie servants of 

our (rurl." 

Their individual names arc written on the gates of the 
Italy city, the very same ones which tire here sealed. 
Surely they will have an undoubted right there, for they 
" keep the commandments of God," xxii : 14. 

Further : As the high priests always l>orc the names of 
the twelve tribes of the children of Israel on the breast 
plate of judgment, whenever they appeared in. the holy 
of holies, on the lUth of the 7th month, so Jesus our 
great high priest, the antetype of all the priests, on the 
10th of the 7th month, 1844, appears in tho like order 
bearing the names of the twelve tril>cs of tho children of 
Israel at the mercy seat l>eforo the Father, pleading with 
him to blot out their sins, and send the holy spirit of pro- 
mise to seal thorn with the seal of the living God. Will 
ho prevail, think you ? John see that the 14-1,000 were 
sTiled of all the tribes, &C., and these were the servants 
of our God, men and women now living. Whero aw 
they, says our opponents .' Answer, on the earth. Do 
you know where to find them all? no, not yet ; but I 
believe .John saw every one of them, and I had rather 
believe him, if I should never have the privilege of see- 
in" or hearing from one of them until the resurrection of 
the just, than to have my part taken from the l*x>k of 
life and out of tho holy city, by continually trying to 
prove that it was not so, because the Sabbath believers 
could not point them all out, and tell their names. I 
n:n quite suro that such as find fault and reject God's 
Holy Sabbath, (no matter what else they do,) will never 
be among that happy number ; none but Sabbath keep- 
ers and believers can ever be sealed with this seal, and 
even many of them will fail unless they keep the Sab- 
bath holy in its appointed time, for it is just as sinful in 
the sight of God to wilfully reject the Bible light on the 
commencing of the Sabbath, and thereforo transgress a 
part of sacred time, ns it would be not to keep it at all. 
Friday evening at P. M., the Sabbath commences, all 
other figuring is lost timeT 

From the 5-0 verses we havo just 144,000 sealed 
saints to »taud on the Mount Zion iu their immortal stato, 
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as is shown in xiv : 1. It i s the same 141,000 they hnvc 
advunccd beyond the scaliug here, because they have 
got tho Futher's name iu their foreheads now, so you 
sec that tho whole numlxir which were scaled with " a 
seal of the living God," were aficrwurds redeemed. — 
Who thcu will stop this side of the sealing to find fault, 
and fall with the wicked. O Lord help us now. Says 
one, who arc theso in the 9th verse of the 7th clmptor .' 
Answer, all the righteous dead from Abel to the resur- 
rection, which I havo no doubt will be seen uniting with 
the 141,000 living saints, nt the anniversary of the feast 
of Tabernacles in the 7th mouth. After God has spoken ! 
compare the last clause of this verse with Lev. xxiii : 
39-44 ; Nell, viii : 10-18. The scaling is for the living 
saints only. The dpnrl-mtints nr» how being- jtid-cti, 
Res 5J:ia«He» v lit: 13, John saw (not all the human 
family,) butallthc ralicnud of every creature in heaven, 
on the earth, nndei the earth, (in their graves,) in tin; 
sea, and all that nro in them ; meaning all that was then 
unborn, 0th verse is proof. These four instances uie ail 
tho nccount John gives of the number of redeemed saints. 
In giving the exposition of Eev. vii : 1-4, I have been 
more particular in weighing objections, and examining 
the Prophets views of visions, angels, &c, than niaiiy of 
my readers may think desirable or profitable, in present- 
ing the sealing message. My only ajxilogy, if one be ne- 
cessary, is this : 1st. Many persons have supposed that 
this scaling was in the past. 

2d. Others that tho holy angels make tho cry, and tho 
people of God here on earth respond, and thus the work 
is done. 

3d. While others again bclievo it is all the work of 
angelic beings. 

4th. There arc others professing to believe in this 
scaling time that havo no faith in last day visions. 

Am my exposition differs somo what from all of these, 
and I have no means of replying to the various objec- 
tions which may nrisc from many quarters on the pre- 
sentation of this message, I have, therefore, anticipated 
them, and by so doing have not been so brief as I other- 
wise should have been. I hope, however, this will bo 
no objection to thoso who want tho whole truth, and de- 
sire above all things to understand the whole subject iu 
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its true light and bearings. All such will, I hope, ex- 
amine it separately, carefully, and prayerfully, by the 
uuerring standard of tnith. All other ways will prove 
fruitless. To make it a little plainer I will recapitulate 

1st. Wc made the four messengers figurative: repre- 
senting the organized powers that be, viz: Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and the United States of North America. 

2d. Objections to these four messengers being literal 
angels. 

3d. Messengers, figurative, representing the people of 
the earth. 

•It] i. Four quarters of the earth, viz : Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and America. 

5th. Four winds, figurative, meaning the four soro 
judgments -of God. 

6th, 7th, and 8th. Earth, sea; and trees, till literal, as 
they arc. 

9th. A wind, figurative. 

10th. Another messenger with tho scaling message, 
figurative : representing those now under the 3d message, 
in llov. xiv : 9-12, " keeping the commandments of God 
and tho faith of Jesus." In other words, the tnio Sab- 
bath keepers now an earth. 

11th. Ascending, from the rising of the sun, figurative, 
as explained in connection with E. G. White's, and Biblo 
visions. a 

12th. "Seal of the living God -."figurative, means the 
never ending Sabbath "of the Lord our God." 

13th. Crying with loud voices, means the scaling mes- 
sengers, or the Sabbath keepers. 

14th. Sealed, means fully receiving and being sancti- 
fied in keeping the whole truth, to pass safely through 
the time of trouble. 

15th. Servants of our God: means all the true Israel 
of God, now living on this earth. 

16th. Twclvo tribes of the children of Israel: means 
the servants of our God, now being sealed. 

17th. Injure iu>t tlic earth, ice: Don't let go your or- 
ganized system of governments, and let mob law and 
anarchy prevail, so as to destroy people ou earth and sea, 
and destroy tho trees. 

16th. 144,000, means, that number of men and women 
now being, and to be sealed, to tho day of redemption. 
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19th. Forehead*, means public profession, to be seen 
because it is a part of the person not covered. 

20th. The redeemed saints, living and dead, repre- 
sented four times in John's vision. 

EZEKIKL'S VISIONS —He says " the heavens were 
open and I saw visions of God." In his second vision 
as recorded in his vii : chapter, he saw the linn) desola- 
tion of the land of Israel ; and from the following strong 
expressions he referred to the present nnd future state of 
things hero, viz: "Now is the end conic upon thee. — 
An end is come, the cud is come. — The time is come the. 
day of trouble is near. — Now will I shortly |»onr out my 
fury upon thee. — And accomplish minoatigerupon thee. — 
For the vision is touching the trhvfr tnultitttr/i. — All hands 
shall be feeble, and all knees shall be weak as water. — 
Destruction coineth, and they shall seek peace, and there 
shall be none.— rMischicf shall conic upon mischief, and 
rumor shall be upon rumor," iVe. 

In his viii : chapter he begins with his third vision, 
and says while he was selling in his house in Babylon, 
(in the captivity,) the form of a hand took hiin by a" lock 
of his head and brought him in the visions of Gotl to 
Jerusalem, to prophecy its destruction, lie called ttjwii 
hiin to see the awful abominations committed by the 
professed followers of God. 

lie then declares that he would " deal in fury, that he 
would neither sjhuc nor have pity, though they cry in 
mine cars with a loud voice, yet will I not hear them," 
18th verse. 

" He cried also in mine cars with a loud voice saying : 
cause them that have charge over the city to draw near, 
even every man with his destroying weapon in his hand. 
And behold six men came from the way of the higher 
gate, which is turned towards the north, and every man 
a weapon of breaking in pieces in his hand, and one man 
among them was clothed with linen, with a writer's ink- 
horn upon his loins ; and they went in and stood beside 
the brazen alter. — And he called to the man clothed in 
linen which had the writer's inkhorn by his side : and 
the Lord said unto him, go through the midst of the city, 
through the midst of Jerusalem, and mark a mark upon 
tho foreheads of the men that sigh and that cry for alt 
tho abominations that bo done in the midst thereof. An«i 
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to tlic others he said in mine cars, go ye after him 
through the city, and smite : let not your eye spare, nei- 
ther have ye pity ; slay utterly old and young, both 
maids and little children, and women ; but come not 
near any man on whom is the mark," ix : 1-6. A ques- 
tion now arises, what is this vision to do with John in 
Rev. vii : 1-4 ; answer : nothing, if it has been fulfilled : 
if not, then it will apply. 1st. Then it will Ijc admitted 
that this vision was a prcfiguratioii to Ezekicl of some- 
thing that was to come, for it could not be a prophecy if 
it was iu the past. 

2d. According to Ezckicl's dates, and Jeremiah's, 52d 
chapter, the Babylonians besieged, took, and destroyed 
Jerusalem, and burned tip the principal buildings there- 
of, about seven years after this wonderful prophecy, viz: 
13. C. 6>b ; also lid Kings, xxv : chapter. This did not 
fulfil the prophecy, for lie heard the orders given to the 
men who were to destroy, to slay itlUrlij old and young, 
both maids and little children, and women. Is'ow there 
is no such record made by Jeremiah, or iu Kings, above 
quoted, They show the destruction of the city, but 
thousands of the inhabitants instead of being slaughter- 
ed, were led away captive into Babylon. And a rem- 
nant was left in the land ; and they afterwards went 
down to Egypt contrary to the word of the Lord, and the 
prophet Jeremiah went with them, sec Jer. xlii : xliii. 
Further : " he said come not near any man on whom is 
the mark," t. c. the sighing and crying ones, showing 
clearly that there was some righteous ones, for the man 
iu linen had done his work and reported himself, 11th 
verse. But at this destruction of the city, 13. C. 588, 1 
believe it is clear that there was not one to mark. Jere- 
miah and Ezekiel's prophecies show that this destruc- 
tion of their city and their captivity had befallen them, 
bejause of their continued backsliding. Now for the 
proof. " Run ye to and fro through tho streets of Jeru- 
salem and sec now, and know, and seek iu tho broad 
places thereof, if ye can find a man, if there bo any that 
execute th judgment-, Utat scclxth the trutli, and I will jxir- 
dun it," — Jer. v: 1. Now this was a few years beforo 
the city was destroyed, and during the -threatened judg- 
ments that would come on them, 'Unless they repented. 
Therefore it is clear here, that there was none to mark iu 
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the city of Jerusalem when it was destroyed, seven years 
after Ezekicl had his vision. If thero hud been one 
righteous person there, God could not have destroyed it 
then. So that this wonderful vision ol' slaying utterly 
old and young, and marking the righteous iu their fore- 
heads, was not fulfilled here. Well but Jerusalem was 
destroyed again in A. D. 70, C58 years after this ; yes, 
and this was the time that Jesus referred to when 
he told them to pray that their (light may not be 
on the Sabbath day, Matt. xxiv. May uot this slayimr, 
and marking time refer here ? I think not, l>ecuusc we 
have just quoted the Saviour's language to show that nil 
the sighing, and crying ones, even his praying children, 
was to Acq from the city the first opportunity except on 
tug Sabbath, (not first day of tho week.) Now this dif- 
fers materially from Ezekiel's vision ; he saw that the 
nvtrked ones were not to be touched while the wicked 
were being slain in tho city. See ix: G, S, 11. 

History shows that the praying ones had left the ciyt 
some time before the Roman army entered it, and begun 
to slay the wicked ; besides, though many hundred thou- 
sand soids were slain in the city at this time, yet they 
were not idttrli/ slain, because many thousands of tlicm 
were led away captive by Titus, the Roman conqueror ; 
besides we have no account whatever of any marking or 
sealing process of the sighing ones at cither oi these times. 

May it not have been iu the reign of the Maccaiiees, 
between these two awful calamities that befell their city ? 
no, it is not these. I believe wo have no other account 
to which wo can refer. 

Therefore it is clear that tho sighing, crying, marking, 
and slaying time, which he saw in vision 2143 years 
ago, was iu reference to tho last days. 1 see not whero 
it can apply any where else. Then hero is two witness- 
es. Now I'unl says, " out of the mouth of two or threo 
witnesses shall every word bo established." 

EZEKIEL'S AND JOHN'S VISIONS COMPARED. 

1st. Ezekicl saw that those who were making an ut- 
ter destruction of tho wicked wero MEN, they were not 
angelic beings, 

John suw lour messengers had tho power to injure the 
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inhabitants of earth", sea and t/eos. Theso wc have 
named as tlio four principal ones. Now in tlic slaying 
time tlic oilier powers beside the four principal ones will 
bo engaged ; then wc have live here. 

lid. Ezekicl saw one sealing or marking MAN clothed 
in linen, emblematical of the righteous in white robes. 

John saw a messenger having " a seal of the living 
God," to seal God's people with. 

3d. Ezckiel's slaughtering men wcro to slay the in- 
habitants of the earth. 

John's were to do the same. 

■lth. Ezekicl and John both saw that the marking and 
sealing was immediately preceding, and oven in the time 
of the slaying and injuring of the inhabitants of earth 
and sea. 

Thus while the time of trouble is in one quarter the 
marking or scaling will be finished in another, just us 
Ezckiel's slaughtering men was following directly on 
after the marking or scaling man. Just so John saw 
the trouble had began, or else why did he hear the scal- 
ing messengers cry out lor them to hold on, (don't begin 
yet,) wc must keep a head of you, to mark, or seal, tho 
servants of God, first. 

fill. Ezekicl saw that tho mark was made on those 
that sigh and' cry for the abomination in tho land, 9th v. 

John saw the seal was to bo on the servants of God, 
and that these in the last days arc, and will be the sigh- 
ing and crying ones, there is abundant -proof ; sec Jere- 
miah's view of tho time of Jacob's trouble, xxx : G-D, 
17, 24 ; and the day anil night cry, Luke xviii : 7, 8. 

Cth. Ezekicl saw that tho man in linen reported, or 
as, in the margin, returned the word, saying, I have 
done as thou hast commanded, 11th verse. 

John's scaling messenger cried with a loud voice. This 
of course shows that he, or they, was doing also what 
was commanded, or returning or fulfilling the word. 

'7 tli. Ezekicl saw mkn doing this work. This therefore 
is another strong proof that John's messengers were men. 
If they were invisible angels, us some believe, then it 
will bo absolutely necessary to prove that Ezekiel's 
slaughterings and marking men, are also invisible angels. 
This I think cannot be shown. 

These tilings prove that Kzekiel and John's visions 
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were of one order, and nt the same time, viz: just prior 
to the deliverance of tho sighing ones, by tho voice 
of God ; and before tho [>ouriiig out of tlic seven last 
plagues on Babylon ; by these same scaled ones, [don't 
start at this ! it is so, for John's visions as clearly prove 
this us it docs the scaling message.] It is true Ezekicl 
did not state tho number scaled, or marked, or what 
then: j >ecu liar mark was, as John has dono ; yet all the 
mum features of the two visions agree. 

They are both a miniature view, similar to tlic trans- 
figuration or views of the everlasting kingdom on the 
mount, and will as surely be fulfilled. 

As I have now given an exposition of John and Ezo- 
kiol s> visions, so fax as relates to tho scaling message ; 
which makes the foundation sure. I will now try, with tho 
help of God, to raise and finish the building, by showing 

THE TIME AND ORDER OF THE SEALING, WITH 
" THE SEAL OF THE LIVING GOD." 

Let us then look at the subject ns wc havo already 
explained it, and connect it with other prophecies ; and 
past and present history. 

1st. John saw that there was four principal nations 
located on the four quarters of this eurth which had, or 
could havo the power on land and sea ; and that thoy 
wcro orgunized governments, as we havo before stated 
on page 4. We believe thorn to be. 1st, Great Britain ; 2d, 
France ; 3d, Russia; 4th, United States of North Ame- 
rica. And that he saw them all disorganized, which 
caused " such a time of trouble as never was since thcro 
was a nation." — Dan. xii : 1. Now Daniel's time of trou- 
ble cannot be, or begin to como while tho nations aro 
standing in thoir organized state. 

Hence , when these four principal ones over enrth and 
soa, become disorganized, then all the minor govern- 
ments of tho earth will also become disorganized. 

Thus the whole earth will bo in a complete state of 
revolution, devastation, and destruction. A WIND will 
then indeed blow, viz : tho weapons of destruction which 
God calls a sword, and as a most natural consequonco 
the other winds will follow, viz : famine, noisomo beasts 
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ami pestilence. Tin's, I understand, is what John refers 
to by their holding the four winds, see page 10th. 

In this state of things they will also destroy live trees, 
especially fruit trees, " which arc for mau's life in the 
siege." 

Now immediately preceding this awful state of things, 
or before it becomes general, see lizekiel ix : G-tf, John 
saw scaling messengers going forth with " the seal of 
the living God," which cried, " injure not," or in other 
words, hold ! the four winds must not be let go, until wo 
do our work ; for if wo do not seal the servants of our 
God first, they will not be prepared to pass this over- 
whelming time of trouble. Therefore they must keep 
head of the men who are to injure, and destroy. This 
is in accordance with both visions. Now these four na- 
tions and governments, and God's servants, are here. 

How will they know when and where to begin with 
their sealing message .' Auswer : when they sec cither 
orany of these powers becoming disorganized, and A 
WIND begin to blow, meaning the slaughter wcu|>oiis, 
or sword, lias any thing like this been seen ? yes! 

We will begin with Fuanck, one of these four-powers. 
The public journals have slated thu On the 2A1 day of 
last February France became disorganized, Reposed tlipir 
ki'\£, and burnt up his throne, ("cast it down, Dun. vii : 
9,") and himself and family iled to England for safety. 
In tliis emergency they established a Provincial or tem- 
porary government, which continued until about the 23d 
June lust, when that was destroyed by a counter revo- 
lution. . Here was presented a specimen of the time of 
trouble ; tjio scene was principally then in Paris, her 
capital, where-hcr Legislative body was in session, en- 
deavoring to enact a new code of laws to govern the 
people. The work of devastation and death began again 
by the reign of mob law. Barricades and places of de- 
fence were hastily thrown up by the mob, or opposite 
party ; these as wo wore informed, were mado from pav- 
ing stones, side walks, furniture, carriages, and especial- 
ly trees, yes, all that they could command. The reign 
of terror was such in the courso of two days that the 
heads of the provincial government was compelled to 
yield their authority unreservedly into the hands of the 
comaxander and chief of about one hundred thousand 
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soldiers, then in and nround the city. The continued re- 
ports of the killed and wounded soldier?, and vnlnable 
otiicers, pouring in to the Chamlx^r of Deputies, the Leg- 
islative Ixnly which had convened to make laws for these 
people dissolve in confusion, nnd seize their war wea- 
pons to compel those that op]>osed them to yield, or fnll 
by the sword. As all i>ower nnd authority to restrain 
tho insurgents had now failed, military law was pro- 
claimed, and the city was laid under a siege ; one man 
having power and authority to do as he pleased. The 
pnpers go on to state, that women were equally engag- 
ed with the men. One mounted the barricade waving 
her flag in defiance of the numerous armed troops that 
opi>oscd, for refusing to retire she was shot down ; an- 
other seizes the Hag and takes her place ; she also shared 
the same fate. The barricade was now captured, and 
but one living man behind it. In one meetinghouse 
fourteen hundred dead soldiers were piled one upon an- 
other. — See lv/.ek. vii : 2'>, LM. One woman boasted that 
she had cut off the heads of five soldiers with her kitch- 
en knife. In another quarter it was said they had pre- 
pared an engine with vitrol to blind the soldiers, while 
others were throwing missies and scalding water upon 
the soldiers from their windows and house tops. 

It was also slated that five hundred insurgents were 
taken prisoners by the soldiers who marched them out 
into an open space and then surrounded, and butchered 
them in cold blood ; and the next morning four hundred 
more shared the same fate. Besides many more awful 
representations of murder, rapine, and blood. Among 
the prisoners taken during this terrific state of things, 
papers were found upon, or nbout their persons, stating 
what they in their secret club meetings wen; resolved to 
do if they became the victors ; one article was that all 
property accumulated since 1915, should \>c confiscated 
and appropriated for their use, «.Vc. <.Ve. The work of 
death and slaughter spread throughout the land. It was 
also stated that about fifteen hundred of these self-styled 
enlightened republicans marched out in a body, declaring 
their rijfht of liberty and equality; and entered one of 
their ncighlxjring cities. The citizens took tho alnrm 
and fled, leaving them for u while unmolested in their 
work of misrule and plunder. After the first alarm had 
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a little subsided, the citizens armed themselves with 
whatever implements of destruction they could seize, 
and recaptured their city, goods, &c. And thus the work 
of revolution and counter revolution; neighbor against 
neighbor, has been spreading and taking root throughout 
the -continent of Europe. 

One more important item was stated, viz : that the 
mob seized the railway stations and tore up the mils, and 
cut off the electric wires, for the purpose of stopping all 
intercourse; to prevent their neighbors from interfering 
until they should become the victors. In this way all 
intercourse was stopped. 

See what a rushing and struggling has been, wvd is now 
going on among the jxsople to overthrow and cast down 
the thrones of the Potentates of Europe, viz : Prussia, 
Hanover, Sardinia, Sicily, Naples, Venice, Lumbardy, 
Tuscany, Rome, <Jcc. See the account from the Roston 
Times of Oct. 20, 1848, of the flight of tho Emperor of 
Austria from Vienna, tho capitol of his vast dominions, 
and of the insurrection and sicgo of that city for eight 
succcssivo days, from the 6th of October. How they too 
in their work of slaughter, when they became, victors 
tore up tho railways and demolished bridges to stop all 
further intercourse. See also a simiLv state of things in 
Berlin, under the king of Prussia. 

Almost every arrival from Europe shows that these dif- 
ficulties instead of being sottlcd are breaking out like 
volcanic eruptions in other parts of their territories, and 
, other places. 

Well, say the thoughtless ones, these things are noth- 
ing more than what has l>cen before. I reply, if any 
thing like this had ever transpired among the most en- 
lightened nations of Europe^ we should find it recorded 
in past history. Isolated revolutions are trivial, when 
compared as it were with continental Europe. These 
things without any doubt cro in their progress and order 
tho fulfillment of prophecy, viz : " The nations are angry, 
thy wrath has come." — Rev. xi : 18. The seventh angel 
HAS sounded, 15th verse. "Tha.time_oDjo.uble such as 
never was," Dan. xii : 1, has began ; sec Ezekicl's man 
clothed in linen, and his slaughtering men all in the field 
at tho same time, with this difference only, that the man 
in linen was to keep ahead of them. Jolin gives us the 
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samo view, by saying injure not; i.e. hold on! stop ! 
wo must seal Cod's servants first. 

Here then I say, is when* God's pcupletliat have " tho 
seal of the living (,'od " |jnd ullt W | 1P11 ,| Ur , „ 0JX ]i, lir lm . s . 
sage begins, viz : one of the tour messenger*, i. r. Fiance 
beginning to let go or show her disorganized state, and the 
surrounding nations following her example. littler 
against ruler, neighbor against neighlior, friends becom- 
ing each other's deadly foe ; giving Uio world n specimen 
of what it will bo when Dan. xii : I, is fully realized. 

The time ol trouble "such us never was,"" must 1-egin 
somewhere, and ut some specific time. This then we 
say is the time and place. France Wing one of the four 
messengers to which the sealing messengers were to 
look before they can begin to cry, sees the work began, 
and hence they cry. It is true that (Jul restrains" the 
lowers that are now about to let go. I lis word is the me- 
dium " by which he makes tho man of (,'od perfect, and 
fits him lor every good work," and then the spirit leads 
him into all truth. Just so in this sealing message 

From the facts which 1 have stated from the political 
papers we learn two peculiar traits, which ar« these, 
when mob law reigns in the cities : 

1. Trees are iiijiiiid (as John saw,) or destroyed. The 
statement is something like this, viz: the beautiful and 
valuable trees were cut down and thrown together witil 
other things, for places of delenco. So it will be in other 
places, independent of what the (ires destroy. 

2. Rail roads and magnetic telegraphic wires are de- 
stroyed with other means of communication. This of 
course will be the case in any other part of the caith 
Where mob law reigns ; when the time of trouble bo- 
comes general throughout tho earth, Here wo leant 
how impossible it would be -to give the sealing message 
or any other, after the time of trouble had l«cgan wheie 
the messengers were. They could not go from place to 
[ilace. Therefore now is tho lime for the ascending mes- 
sengers to go with their message and keep before the 
time of trouble or slaughtering wca|Hjns, and cry as they 
go with loud voices, tho inhabitants of tho earth, anil 
sea, are not to be slaughtered and cut down, until wo 
have sealed tho servants of our God in their Ibrohcads, 
fo* we sco the mcu with their slaughter weajious :mi not 
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to come near any one that ia marked or scaled. This is 
the oiiler ol this sealing message, and work of slaughter, 
i ncy are so inseparably connected that no other order of 
events can separate them, all in the field together, the 
fcc.ihng messengers with their work before them, and tho 
slaughtering men behind them ; which requires them to 
watch before and behind. 

John in vision saw tho powers that be, beginning to 
injure or lay waste the inhabitants of earth and sea, with 
the trees. And the scaling messenger having " a seal 
of the living God," watching their every motion, because 
tin- work of scaling the servants of God could not com- 
mence until he sees tlicm moving in his rear. As soon 
us this is manifest, whether they hear or not, the cry is 
iij' ; injure not, Jcc, stop! hold! the scaling work must 
bj done first. 

Ezekicl in vision saw tho same order, viz: The men 
that were to slaughter old and young, women, maids and 
little children, and the one with tho" writer's ink horn or 
s'.iluig man, all standing together, beside tho brazen 
tiller, waiting lor orders when, and how to move, ix : 3. 
The order is given, the sealing man moves lirst, the 
slaughtering men arc ordered to follow him, flth v. 

Their individual work of marking and slaughter were 
sj closely connected, that Ezekicl cries out to spare that 
all Israel may not be destroyed, verse 9. 

But the sealing man reports his work done, right in the 
midst of this slaughter, 10, 1 1 verses How manifest it 
i-> then that tho sealing and slaughtering messengers (in 
b.ilh visions,) are in the field together. The one in such 
cto.-,e connection with the other, that the cry (or the char- 
acter of the work,) is continual, injure not ! hold on ! not 
.so fast ! ! our orders from the brazen ultcr (which means 
the slaughtering alter where beasts and birds, &C., were 
slain,) were that we should go first and that you should 
iiillow idler. Here the sealing messenger is continually 
on the watch, setting in his watch tower night and day, 
to move in the order of events. 

I think we have clearly proved that the time of trou- 
ble lias began. Hence the sealing message is, and must 
boTiTOWj because inriust" go"bcfore, '. and not 'after the 
tiine_of trouble I'as'botrr John; and Ezekiol shows. The 
xch; PsaTnr5-6' Ycrs'Cs also 'Shows' that - while tho arrow** 
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or weapons of death nro flying, the righteous (or sealed 
ones,) will be under the shadow of the Almighty. 

Jesus has endorsed all these promises, by saying, " be- 
cause thou hu6t kept the word of my patience, I n!so 
will keep thee from the hour (or time) of temptation, 
which sliall come upon ALL Uic tcorid to try them that 
dwell upon the earth. — Kev. iii : 10. It certainly will 
not bo doubted but Jesus here referred to Daniel's tinio 
of trouble. If he has not, then there will be, 1st, a time 
of 'temptation to try all the world, and 2d, a time of 
trouble, to try all the world ; and both so closely connect- 
ed that they could not be seen separately. I think it is 
perfectly elenr that Ezckiel, the Psalms, John, and Jesus, 
have all referred to one und tho same time, viz : Dan- 
iel's time of trouble, xii : 1. Let us now connect tho 
xxv : chapter of Jeremiah's prophecy with this ; and that 
we may not stagger through unbelief, mark well tho 
10-12 verses. 

Here the first part of this wonderful prophecy has 
been fulfilled to the letter, Babylon's desolation has long 
been perpetuated, even sineo the captivity of Israel, 
tiiercfore wo have the positive assurance that the re- 
mainder of the prophecy will surely be accomplished. 
Hear the Lord Jelioviih speak, " For thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel unto me, lake the wine cup oi this fury at 
my hand, and cause nil the nations to whom I send thee 
to drink it. And they shall drink, and be moved, and lie 
mad, because of the sword that I will send among them," 
15th and lGth verses. 

Mark ! this wine cup of God's fury is tho same in 
character with that which Juda and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem drank during their long captivity, for despis- 
ing God's Sabbaths; just read Lam. ii : 8-12, see her 
weeping prophet mourning over her doleful desolations. 
But says one, this city was restored again after 70 years ; 
well the 20th verse shows that she' did not drink it all 
then, but will continue until her final desolation. But 
was it so of Babylon, which began to fall at the end of 
Juda's captivity? read the 12th verse again, and connect 
it with Jor. t, : 39. A desolato barren wilderness, a place 
for owls and wild beasts, from generation to generation ; 
" she that was a praiso of the whole earth has been 
nurprised ;" she ia destroyed. So says overy traveller 
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tliat passes by, even this very now. Say, did God's 
word hul liere ? no ! tlien ponder well the remainder of 
tins elm [Her, a great part of which lias become history, 
and now the final end of it coming upon l)s like the mut- 
tering thunder in the east, gathering blackness, and hor- 
rible darkness as it comes; because devastation and ut- 
ter destruction, and desolation is in its train. The angel 
Gabriel told Daniel it was the time of trouble such as 
never was. xii : 1. Now the nations that drink this cup 
of God's fury arc first moitd, and then they aro viae/. — 
The very state that John in holy vision saw them in 
after the seventh trumpet AW sounded, and beforo Jesus 
comes.— Rev. xi : 16. The very state that the political 
papers say they are in now. 

Jeremiah says, he made the nations to drink this cup 
of fury, 17th verse ; how? why, by prophesying just as 
God shew him. He goes on to number about twenty 
Kingdoms, with all the mingled ones around them, and 
then says, "and all the kings (or kingdoms,) of tho 
north fur and near, one tcilh another, AND ALL THE 
KINGDOMS OF THE WORLD WHICH ARE UPON 
THE FACE OF THE EARTH! u.nd.tlic king of Shc- 
_*t!mck, (tho United States of America, \ shall drink after" 
tliem," 2Glh verse. Whether I am right ulxnit Shcsback 
or not, Jeremiah has included every nation on tho faco 
of tho globe. 

" And though they refuse to admit it, God says yo 
shall certainly drink it, because of the sword which 1 will 
send among you — for I will call for a sword upon ALL 
t'ic inhabitants of tho earth, saith tho Lord ot hosts — 
Now who cannot see that this sword is A WIND, that 
will blow as soon as these four powers begin to let go. 
To make it still more certain, he says " a noise shall 
come even to the ends of tho earth, for tho Lord bath a 
controversy with the nations. He will jdcad tcitlt ALL 
FLESH. — Ho will give them that arc wicked to tho 
SWORD saith tho Lord.— Evil shall go forth from na- 
tion to nation, and a great whirlwind shall bo raised up 
from the coast of tho earth, and tho slain of tho Lord 
shall be from one end of tho earth to tho other end of 
tho earth," &a, 27-29, 31-33. 

IIo shows clearly that this whirlwind is tho sword 
slaying tho peoplo from one end of tho earth to tho other. 
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ELAM is to fall by this whirlwind, 25th verso. She 
is ono of the twenty named. Fleaso turn to the xlix : 
30, 67 verses ; sco how it was done, the four winds was 
to scatter her, tho sword should follow them until he had 
consumed them. . God here fixes tho time when this 
time of troublo shall be, viz: when this cup of his fury is 
oppcrating, and the nations aro mad, or angry. 

He says to Jeremiah, " therefore prophesy thou against 
them nil these words, and say unto them, tho Lord shall 
roar from on high and utter his voice from bis holy habita- 
tion ; he shall mightily roar" ui>on his habitation. — A 
noise shall come oven to tho ends of the earth," Arc., 30, 
31st verses. This is the voice of God, and will shako 
the powers of the heavens. — Matt, xxiv : 20. Isa. xxxiv : 
•1. Rev. vi : 11. "Heaven, earth, and sea, and all na- 
tions." Hag. ii : G. lleb. xii: 20. Joel iii : 10. "His 
voice," Ey.e. xii : 25. l'sa. xlvi : 0, 7. Joel shows this 
limo to be. when God shall deliver bis people. This 
must bo after thoy aro sealed, and during the time of 
Jacob's trouble, in the midst of Daniel's troublo; for 
that will not cud until all the wicked nations are con- 
sumed. 

Jeremiah continues his prophecy on the shepherds, 
and principals of the flock : shows that these will be 
slaughtered, though they howl and cry, there will Ikj no 
way for their escape, Ac , 31th verso, now see 29th 
verse, compare them witli Eze. ix : -1,0, and you will 
sec how, wiien and where, Eezekiel saw the slaughter- 
ing men and the sealing man destroying Jerusalem, and 
begiuuiug at the sanctuary to cut down the shepherds, 
ancients, ice. Hero wo have Jeremiah, Ezckiel, and 
John all agreeing in the slaying time, " The lime of trou- 
ble." Isaiah shows us clearly, too.'j that this time of 
trouble will be neighl>or against neighlior, and brother 
against brother ; every man's sword against his fellow, 
x: 25-27. Tho Lord will stir up a scourge for the op- 
pressor and desolater of Zion, aavrding to the slaitghttr 
of Mittcun at the rock of Oreb. That slaughter was ac- 
complished in this way : Gideon with his three hundred 
meu, divided into three bands, surrounded the camp of 
the Midianitcs after midnight ; at tho word of command 
each oao gave a blast with tjioir trumpets in their right 
hand, and bruko their pitchers in their left, which con- 
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tamed their lights ; and at the same time .cried "the 
sword of the Lord and of Gideon." " And the Lord sot 
every man's sword against his fellow, even through the 
whole host, and they ran, and cried, and fled." — Jud. vii : 
21. Gideon soon had a numerous host from mount 
Ephraim. The 31,700 disbanded troops from his army 
were not recalled. 

Tho little company that are now presenting and re- 
ceiving the sealing message in this last work whicluGod 
has given them before their deliverance, have. got their 
watch word also, viz : " The commandments \)C God 
and the faith of Jesus." " The Sabbath of the Lord 
our God." This will developetlie residue of the 1 14,000, 
and bring them out from mount Ephraim. 

ISAIAH'S PRGTI1ESY OF THE SEALING 

MESSAGE. 

" Bind tip tho testimony : seal the law among my dis- 
ciples." viii: Hi. How shall wo underssnml this .' what 
tittiiiiomj and Idic is this? and who are these disciples .' 
Answer: the New Testament says, they are the follow- 
ers of Jesus. Hut Isaiah's prophesy is 711 years bolero 
Jesus was born ; may he not mean disciples in the Old 
Testament? no: because the term is not used there. 
Well then, perhaps he meant the lirst disciples of Jesus .' 
no, he could not have the late sealed among them, for 
if that had have been the case, the successors of tho 
early disciples could have no benefit from the law. Stop 
says an opponent, it was nailed to the cross. That is 
what you have continually asserted, to your own shanio 
ami confusion ! Let mo ask you a question : What is 
the bible definition of sin ? you answer, sin is the trans- 
gression of the hue, 1st John iii : -1. Fan! also teaches 
I'.iat where there is no lav;, there is no sin. Then if the 
law was abolished at the crucifixion, there has not a 
living soul sinned for the last lbOO years. Do you believe 
that .' O no ! Well then, cease to preach your infidel, 
soul destroying doctrine. John by the inspiration of God 
in holy vision, has seen you trying to destroy God's holy 
law ; mark well his denunciations. " He that saith I 
know him and kcepcth not his commandments, is a 
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LIAR and t)\c IruUi is not in him," 1st John ii : 4. Do 
not forget to notice the dato of thiscpistlo, it is 57 years 
after you say tho law was abolished. 

I kuow you try to ease your consciences by calling it 
1st, the law of the New Testament; 2d, the law of 
Grace ; 3d, tho law of life; and lastly " tho perfect law 
of liberty." I ask, where docs life, and gracv, and lib- 
erty, emenate from, but from God the lawgiver through 
Jesus Christ ! b 

Why are you continually seeking out some new way 
of your own to explain tho simple law of God ? Go to 
the decalogue, read it, and then seareli to know if it is 
written on your hearts, and cease your vain and fruitless 
endeavors to remodel, or al>oh"sli tho law of God. 
__ There is but two distinct laws which the church of 
God were required to keep. 1. God's law on tables of 
stone, and also on the heart. 'Z. Moses's law of ceremo- 
nies. Now we know the last was abolished at tho cru- 
cifixion. The 1st then, is the law which is now to Ikj 
sealed up: why now? because God has thurou-hly 
tried and proved tho world in every way, to see if they 
would keep his commandments or no. He sees the 
great mass have utterly rejected them." but there is a 
remnant that have been trying to restore and honor 
them, and now Isaiah sees that he would sad it among 
his disciples, as John and Ezekiel has shown, and re- 
ceive this remnant into Paradise from where the law 
(fourth commandment,) first emanated, and destroy nil 
those that have transgressed it, and leave the earth 
empty and desolate, to keep her Sabbaths for 1000 years. 
Then when it is made new all who love God's law (und 
no others,) will inherit it forever. 

Further: John saw in vision, that the remnant, (tho 
last end,) the disciples of Christ were persecuted by the 
dragon for " keeping the commandments of God, and 
the testimony of Jesus Christ." — Rev. xii : 17. T\ow 
mark .' 1. These arc the last i>ortioii of God's people, and 
they are keeping his hue. 2. They are the disciples of 
Jesus, because they keep his " testimony." 

Then Isaiah saw the same remnant that John did ; and 
sees that tho testimony of Jems was to be bound up 
with them, and the law, (or commandments, which is 
the same,) SEALED among them, or ujKm thcin. Now 
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sec them in tho history be has given of them since lliey 
cumc out of tlie churches, anil began to " keep tlic com- 
mandments of God and the faith, or testimony of Jesus," 
xiv : 12. Is there any such people? yes, yes! Where? 
ans\ver, scattered all over the land. Do you know their 
names? yes, a great many of them. Then this ]>oint is 
clear. But there is further testimony, that these disci- 
ples are the law, or Sabbath keepers of the last days. 
See the next verse, Isa. viii : 17. " Audi' will Wait upon 
the Lord that hideth his face from the house of Jacob, 
a/ul I will look for him" God is always represented as 
hiding his face from his people when they are in trials. 
I ask if this is not the very, time that the rcmnnnt are 
passing through their last trials, collectively? yes. — 
Well, have they not been looking for the Lord collective- 
ly ? yes. Do they wait upon him still? yes. Then 
that is settled also. Now lbth verse, Mlehol'd I and the 
children whom tho Lord hath given ' nic, ure for signs 
and wonders in Israel," Sec Who are these? The same 
people. The lirst wonderful sign by which they were 
distinctly known from Second Advents, Was shut door 
believers, but the greatest wonder, and sign by which 
they are now known is 7th day Sabbath believers. Why 
they really insist upon it that they are right. They arc 
so stubborn that you cannot turn them. Again: when 
a stranger cncpiires lor a certain person and says ho was 
an adveutist, sunctinics the reply is there is scvcralof 
that name that professed to believe that way. This per- 
son used to believe the duor was shut. I confess I never 
knew what they did believe. Well, this person keeps 
the 7th day Sabbath. O, why hadn't you said that at 
first? Know where he lives? yes! keep right on.iund 
when you come into the place ask almost any lwdy, and 
they can show you. I uo/tdcr what these strange folks 
won't believe next? 

The shut door and Sabbath, then, are tho two promi- 
nent marks by which they are known. Where is this 
view taught in the book. Sec Rev. xiv : 12. •' Hero is 
tho patience of the saints ; (or disciples,) here aro they 
who keep the commandments of G<xl and the faith of 
Josus." Isaiah ha* given the same distinctive marks in 
tho 10th and 17th verses, already quoted. It is a peo- 
ple who are in their trial or patient waiting time for tho 
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Lord,. having the law and tho testimony. The present 
truth of which is the shut door, nnd 7ili day Sabbath. 
19th verso, " And When they shall say to you, seek un- 
to thcin that have familiar spirits, and unto wizards 
that peep, nnd that mutter. Should not u people seek 
unto, their God," Arc, 1 ask, when was there n timo 
since the days of Phoronh's sorcerers, Janus, and Jam- 
brcs, that tho earth was so full of these wizards thut 
have, familiar spirits that. are peeping and muttering us 
now, not only ninoug the unprofessois, but among even 
the second advent believers some of them are teachers, 
and are called Ministers, Ledums: yes, Etliton: advo- 
cating the biblo doctrine ; and their lioastiug of their 
familiar arts only raises them higher in the estimation 
of many. 

Moses describes them to his people by cnlling them 
diviners, observers of times, enchanters, witches, charm- 
ers, consulters With familiar spirits, wizards and necro- 
mancers. — Dent, xviii : 0-12. These were agents of the 
devil, and were to be utterly destroyed by God's people, 
and their land (Cannan) become theirs by conquest with 
the sword. Hut it seems they did not destroy them all. 
For some three hundred years alter Moses, Saul banish- 
ed them from the land. Their power was so great then, 
that one (the witch of Endor,) could raise the righteous 
dead. 1st Sam. xxviii : 3-7, 12. Some four hundred and 
twenty years after this, Josiah, king of Jitdea, banished 
them from the land again. Some twenty years utter 
this it seems that these sorcerers had somewhat changed 
their names ; they were now called Magicians and wnv 
men. But with all their wisdom, if it had not have 
lxjcn lor a righteous Daniel, these would have all been 
exterminated, because they coukl not tell tho king his 
dream. — Dan. ii. 

Paul in his days classed them with murders and 
drunkards, &c.— Gal. v: 20, 21. It is stated when he 
was preaching in Ephesus, that the word of God so 
mightily prevailed that theso diviners wero so alarmed 
that they not only quit theso evil practices, but they 
brought their books and burned them. I suppose Paul 
shew them thut God had apjwinlcd all such to bo put to 
death. — Lev. xx : 27. Acts xix : 10. Since those days 
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they have been increasing until the earth ia now almost 
Hooded with them, and their curious books. 

As in the days of Daniel, so now they have changed 
those odious names, and call their work Mesmerism, 
Animal Magnetism, Clairvoyance, &c. And sumo at- 
tempt to justify their sorceries by attributing the first 
cause to God, in the ease of Adam and Eve, Gen. ii : 21, 
22 ; and thus they are endeavoring to counterfeit the 
work of God. They profess to heal the sick, and cause 
their subjects to pray, exhort, and sing, and even send 
them to heaven in clairvoyance, thereby counterfeiting 
the visions of God. Therefore, wo say without fear of 
contradiction, that they are of their father the Devil and his 
works they do. God's word stands directly opposed to 
it ; and his people arc required to overthrow it ; not as 
Joshua did by tlio literal sword, but the sword of tlio 
spirit, tho word of God. 

When ? now; here is the time, God's work was never 
counterfeited as it is at this day. Surely tho Devil has 
eoific down in great wrath, knowing he has but a short 
timo. Professors in hundreds and thousands arc flock- 
ing to these sorcerers, and necromancers, to hear and sco 
their wonderful peeping and muttering, and to be healed 
of their discuses, anil have their fortunes told, while tlio 
cry is sounding " slwuld jiot a jxojile seek unto their God?" 
" To tho law and to the testimony if they speak not ac- 
cording to this word, it is because there is no light in 
them." Who, then, arc to appeal to the law and testi- 
mony here ? Why, those that aro to have it bound up 
and scaled upon them. It certainly cannot bo on thoso 
who say there is no law. I have already proved from 
Rev. xii: 17, and other scriptures, that the disciples of 
the last days, are the only ones that could have tho testi- 
mony of Jesus hound, and tho law sealed upon them ; 
because if the law ever had been scaled up before, as in 
Daniel's vision's, xii : 4, 9, or Rev. x : 4, no other peo- 
ple over could have been sealed with it. Then Isiah's 
prophecy agrees with E/.o. ix : 3, and Rev. vii : 2. Now 
this cannot bo the law of Moses, but tho law of God. It 
is that which is a sign between God and man. Tho 
commandments aro a sign. — Dout. vi : 1,2, 6-9 ; x : 12, 
13; xi: 18. This is his w/tole law. 6oal it among my 
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disciples. Surely this will include the fourth, tho Sab- 
bath commandment. 

Again: God gave his ]xx>plc malum, to prove them, 
to sec whether they would walk in his laic or no ; Exo. 
xvi : 4. Hut they violated his law by getting their man- 
na on tho 7th day, 27th verse. "And tho Lord said, 
how long refuse yo to keep my commandment* and my 
laics. See, for the Lord huth given you the Sabbath, so 
the people rested on the 7lh day, i!7-30 versos. Here 
God calls the Sabbath his lair. .And ho wns proving 
them by giving them two dnys food in one, to sec if they 
would keep it. Mnrk this ! this wns certainly thirty 
days before ever they came to Mount Sinai, where the 
ten commandments were given them on tables of stone. 
Question : where did this Sabbath, this law come from? 
Answer, no where, unless from the creation. — Gen. ii : 
2, 3. Then God calls his Sabbath his law, does he ? yes. 
Now let Isaiah speak again, viii : 10, seal the law (or the 
Sabbath which is God's law,) among my disciples. John 
says " the servants of God " were sealed with " a sjpal 
of tho living God," this is his Sabbath. 

Let tfod speak azrtin: " Whereforo the children ot Is- 
rael shall keep the Sabbath, to observe the Sabbath 
throughout their generations, for a perpetuul covenant. 
It is a sign between me and the children of Jurat I for- 
ever." — Exo. xxxi : 16,17. John saw in vision that the 
144,000 to be sealed now (as wc have proved,) with " a 
seal of tlic living God," were of all the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel, vii : 4. In the 3d verse he shows that 
these were " the servants of our God." The Sabbath 
then is to l>o kept for a i>crpclual COVENANT by God's 
servants forever. 

GOD'S FOUR EVERLASTING COVENANTS WITH 

MAN. 

What are they ? and what have they to do with this 
sealing message? Let us sec : 1. Is tho covenant of in- 
heritance " confirmed unto Jacob lor a law, and unto 
Israel for an everlasting inheritance. — Fsalms cv : 8-12. 
Acts vii : 3-6. Eph. i : 11. 2. Is an everlasting covenant of 
redemption. " I have made a covenant with my chosen ; 
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1 have sworn unto David my servant.— His seed shall 
oudtire forever, and liis throne as the sun before me. Jt 
shall he established forever as the moon, and as u faith- 
ful witness in heaven." — Psl. lxxxix : 3, 30, 37. Hob. 
ix : 12, 15. Eternal redemption. 

3. Is an everlasting toaxaiU of peace. " Behold I give 
unto him my con-mud of peace ; even the covenant of 
an everlasting priesthood. Num. xxv : 12, 13. Kze. xx : 
37. xxxvii; 2(5, my coccnaiU of pence shall bo au ever-

Now murk! Thcso three eternal, and everlasting cove- 
nants arc conditional to God's children here, and are yet 
in the future ; and can only be inherited by the living 
saints in the future, by keeping the 4th everlasting cove- 
nant. It is not the -lth or last in order in the bible, I 
have merely called it so in this explanation. 

" The land shall be utterly emptied, aud utterly spoil- 
ed ; the earth mourneth and ladcth away, the world 
lunguishcth and fudcth away. The earth is defiled un- 
der the inhabitants thereof— because — they have broken 
the evrrUisthlg coccnaiU. Therefore hath the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that dwell therein are deso- 
late ; therefore the inhabitants of the earth arc burned, 
and few men left. — Isa. xxiv: 3-G. This is a prophecy 
now being fulfilled, which we arc looking for, therefore 
the three everlasting covenants alwvc named cannot be 
referred to here, for they arc to be possessed in the future 
on condition of keeping the 4th. Then it is plain that this 
everlasting covenant is just what Isaiah i-nys it is, viz: 
the laws. " They have transgressed the laws," Ace. — 
This then is the everlasting covenant of the ten words, 
or ten commandments. 1. On tables of stone. 2. On 
the heart. " Know therefore that the Lord the God, he 
is God the faithful Cod which kecpeth covenant and 
mercy with them that love him and keep his command- 
ments to a THOUSAND GENERATIONS."— Dent, 
vii : 9. Now if we take this in its most limited sense, 
allowing seventy years for a generation, this world has 
only seen SG of them yet, therefore there is 014 genera- 
tions of 70 years, in which this promised blessing will 
continue, viz : 64,060 years, that will extend 03,060 into 
the new heavens and new earth. I think by that time 
the saints will find that it means an everlasting covenant. 
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This is his blessing on all those that keep his covenant, 
the ten words on tables of stone from his hand, from 
Mount Sinai, ix : 1 1, 15. " Got! will ever be mindful of 
his covenant." " He hath commanded his covenant for- 
ever. ALL his commandments are sure, they are iftab- 
lisJted forcccr and cccr. — He sent redemption to his ]>co- 
ple." — Psa. cxi : 5-7. What was it ? Answer, Jesus 
with the Gos(>cl. See God's promised blessing to the 
first church if they would keep his covenant. — Lev. 
xxvi: 1-14. His curse if they broke it, 15-39. Who- 
ever was known to break his first covenant, was to be 
put to death. — Dcut. xvii : 2-5. God tells them not to 
forget his covenant, Dcut. iv : 23 ; ho declares that he 
will not, 3lst verse. 

God told Moses that his people would break the 1st 
covenant. — Dent, xxxi : 20. 

After this Jesus comes to establish a new covenant, 
with the house of Israel. Paul says on " belter princi- 
ples," (not the ceremonial law, but the principles of the 
gospel,) he is to be the mediator of it. Hob. xiii : 0. Sep 
also viii : 10', put into the mind, and written on the heart ; 
when developed, then they will be God's people. Paul 
says the 1st Covenant had a worldly sauctuary or meet- 
ing house. But the tmc meeting house is the one the 
Lord pitched. It is in Heaven.— Heb. viii : 2. 

Now this 2d Covenant is the same law. 1st. It was 
connected with the ceremonial law, but the 2d Covenant 
is connected with the gospel. 

God says, I will not break my covenant. — Jutl. ii: 1. 
Paul speaks of the covenant breakers of the last days. 
Horn, i : 3 1 . 2d Tim. iii : 3. God's covenant is with them 
that love him. — Dan. ix : 4. 

It is for breaking this everlasting covenant under the 
Mosaic and Gospel dispensations; even God's holy law 
of commandments, for which the earth is now to be de- 
stroyed, as I have (juotcd from Isaiah xxiv : 3-0. God 
makes his covenant with all. — Dcut. xxix : 14, 15. 

Now all advent believers that have, and do, partici- 
pate in the advent messages as given in Rev. xiv : 0-13, 
will love and keep this covenant with God, and espec- 
ially his Holy Sabbath, in this covenant J .this is a part 
of the 144,000 now to be scaled. 
■o/tThe other part arc those who do not yet, so well nn. 
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dcrstand the advent doctrine ; but aro endeavoring to 
.serve God with their whole hearts, and aro willing, and 
Will receive this covenant and Sabbath as soon as they 
hear it explained. These will constitute the 144.000, 
now to bo sealed with "a seal of the liviug God," which 
sealing will bear them through this timcoi trouble. [I 
think the evidence is pretty clear that a part of the 1*4,- 

000 will come from the east ; the river Euphrates will be 
dried up for them to cross over at the pouring out of the 
sixth seal, in " TILE GREAT DAY OF THE LORD." 
Exdrrut xiii : 40-17. Isa. xi : 15, 10. Rev. xvi: 12.) Then 
1st. To receive the everlasting covenant of peace, when 
delivered at the voico of God. — E/.c. xx:37. (margin,) 
La. lix: IV, SI. 2d. Then the everlasting covenant of 
redemption, at the 2d coming of the Lord Jesus. 3d. 
Then lastly, the everlasting covenant of inheritance after 
they enter tho holy city. There in that city, in the tem- 
ple is the Ark of this covenant, Rev. xi : 19. xv : 5, per- 
iod and entire, without any change whatever, and with- 
out any doubt will be binding on all the redeemed for- 
ever and ever. The Sabbath especially, and certainly. 
Isaiah Ixvi : 23. 

All advent believers who despise, and reject this cov- 
enant, will just as certainly be burned and. destroyed with 
the ungodly wicked at the desolation of this earth, as 
that Isaiah has prophesied. Sec xxiv : 5th and 0th vs, 
with tho argument on tho two preceding pages, and pon- 
der it well, God will not be mocked ! Thousands on 
thousands have already been destroyed for breaking this 
covenant. " Uu is no respecter of persons." James 
svys, " if yc fail in one point you are guilty of all;" eve- 
ry commandment in thiscovonant, must be kept to insure 
eternal life. Those that died before they heard tho see- 
oad advent message, never had this test. 

Now let us look at the seal in this covenant ! what is 
ii ? God says his Sabbath is a sign, and shall bc'kopt 
Jo" a jxrjHtual coccnaiit. This means to the end of the 
world, or time without end. Rut the opposcr of the Sab- 
bath attempts to destroy this point, because in one in- 
iitauco in the Bible, whero the word perpetual is used, 
viz : Exo. xxix : '.), it says, " Tho priests oJiiec shall bo 

1 heirs for a jterjietiml statue," «Xtc. They say it ended 
with the legal dispensation. Let us sec.

God's promises aro conditional ! two of these sons, viz : 
Nadab and Abilui, were destroyed ibr oilering strange 
tire. — Lev. x: 1. So we sec the priest-hood ended with 
them there forever. But it could be perpetuated in the 
others, which were faithful. See the ease of Phinchas. 
Num. xxv : 1 1-14. Here God made a covenant of peace 
with hiua, arid his seed, for an everlasting priesthood.— 
This covenant of. peace as we liavo shown, is in the lu- 
ture, of course it belongs to him and his jwsterity ; and 
all tho redeemed in immortality. Sec 1st i'ctcr ii : 9. 
Rev. i : G. v: 10. xx : 0. Think the faithful priest-hood 
in Aaron's posterity won't be |>crpctuutcd there .' yes. 
Then jierjKtHut here is tho same as the everlasting cove- 
nant of peace, from everlasting to everlasting. 

This then removes all dilliculties here respecting the 
Sabbath's being [KffHlued forever, and ever. Isaiah also 
shows it perpetual, Ixvi : 23. Hero then, is God's cove- 
nant within the covenant ; liko the white stone, and ill 
the stone a new name written. This looks like u seal. 
I ask then, where in all the Bible is there any other cov- 
enant, or single truth, iu which God has entered into 
covenant with man to keep, liko this .' You say the gos- 
pel: I answer, this is a part of it. It is what Paul 
calls " better principles," which was added to this cove- 
nant ; who will deny that this jewel, tho Sabbath of the 
Lord our God," in this everlasting covenant is not "a 
seal of the living God?" Methiuks I hear the objector 
say, I do not believe the Sabbath, my trust is in Jesus 
and the everlasting gospel. But stop a little, how can 
you look to Jesus anil his gospel for salvation, when you 
aro continually dispising him and the very foundation of 
his gospel. 

1st. Did not God to make this covenant sure, seal it 
it with blood? — Exo. xxiv; 7, e. 2d. Did he not alter 
he had destroyed Jerusalem for breaking his perpetual 
covenant within this covenant, Jer. xvii : 27, send the 
Aagcl Gabriel to Daniel to inform him that Jesas would 
come and confirm the covenant with many, for one week, 
ix : 2G, 27. What covenant ? why the .same, only now 
tho gospel was to be added. 3d. Did God fullill his 
word 1 yes, Jesus did come according to this promise. 
4th. Did ho not come as a Prince, and also tho Mediator 
of this covenant ? 5th. Did he not seal it with his own 
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blood ? 6th. Did not God raise him from tlio dead thro' 
tho blood of this everlasting covenant. — Hcb. xiii : 20. 
•Although it was called tho second or new ouc, Paul 
shows you it was the same as Isaiah xxiv : 6. God's 
law can never be altered or changed. 

7th. Did you not know that Jesus founded tho whole 
law of God, and the prophets on this covenant of ten 
commandments ? Math, xxii : 36-10. Luke x : 25-23. 
6th. Did you not know that Jesus taught eternal life 
through this samo covenant also in Math, xix : 16, 17. 

*J. Did you not know that in his sermon on tho Mount 
thai lie made tho keeping of their covenant a test of 
everlasting life? Math, v : 17, 18 and 19, (sco Mack- 
night's translation,) now read 21st, 27 and 33 verses; 
sec he is talking about the covenant. Now bo sure that 
you understand his testimony : vii : 24, 26. Their houso 
will fall ; thoy will be in no esteem in Heaven; tho 
meaning is, they that break the commandments, tho 
covenant will not be there. 10th. Did you know that 
the Sabbath was included in this covenant ? Exo. xx : 
8-11. 11th. Did you know that Jesus in whom you 
say you trust for salvation, was the Lord of this Sab- 
bath that you dispise. 12th. Did you know that God 
had taught his people that they were sanctified through 
the keeping his Sabbath? Exo. xxxi : 13. 13th. Did 
you know that God sanctified tho Lord Jesus, through 
this covenant ? Finally, do you know that God will 
reject you for dispising his covenant in which is his 
holy Sabbath ? Let Paul speak : " Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he bo thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of tho covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing, and hafh done despite to 
the spirit of grace." — Hob. x : 29., Do you not see now, 
if you dispiso his covenant by rojecting his holy Sabbath, 
that your trust, (whatever your pretensions arc,) are no 
better than tho spider's webb ; and that you never can 
be sealed with "a sealing of tho living God ;" to save 
you from tin's awful time of trouble that will finally de- 
vastate tho univorse, while you insist upon it that thero 
is no such soal or Sabbath. This was what John in holy 
vision called " the commandments of God and the faith 
(or testimony,) of Jesus," because his testimony is so

interwoven with this covenant of command men Is, that 
it is impossible to separate them. The present truth of 
which is tho Sabbath, and tho shut door. It is impossi- 
ble to keep one, and reject the other ; whoever attempts 
it will fail. 

We have now given three inspired witnesses to prove 
this sealing message. E/.okiel saw that the crying ones 
would be sealed. "John heard them cry. — Itcv." xvi : 1-3. 
Isaiah saw the law, tho Sabbath ns we proved, was 
scaled with the disciples, and the testimony, i. f. tho 
teachings of Jesus were lxnmd up with theni, because 
those that rejected the law, in which was the Sabbath, 
had rejected the most essential part of the testimony of 
Jesus, ns shown ou the Inst page. Therefore we see a 
pcculinr reason lor binding the testimony and senliiiir 
" the law among tho disciples," or as Ezokiel says, " the 
sighing and crying ones." While John says, they are 
" the servants of our God." " ALL tho tribes of tho chil- 
dren of Israel," the 111,000 liviii" Miints, now sealing, 
and to be scaled, with "A SEAL OF THE .LIVING 
GOD," and after thnt stand with Jesus on tho Mount 
Zion. — Ilcv. xiv : 1. 



EXPLANATION. 

What I have stated on pages 5-9, 17, 33-35, 3'.', I". 
■13-45, respecting the teachings of Angels, is, I believe,' 
in nccordnnco with the Bible view. John's visions 
seem to be more dillicult to understand, especially how 
to discriminate between holy angels, and holy men, and 
in some places wicked angels. As I havo before stated, 
" knowledge increasing," will make this subject plain : 
if it is yet obscure. 

There are sonic other difficulties besides those briitre 
stated, which prevents me from believing fully with 
some that Angelic Angels have the charge and oversight, 
of all the work which John saw in vision, viz : that they 
cry with loud voices, &c, nt the time the work is to be 
accomplished, and that the response is made bv tho 
church on earth, and thus the prophesy is fulfilled. I 
certainly have no wish to belie%'e otherwise, if this is the 
right view of the subject ; neither do I say thnt it is not, 
nnd that I may not yet fully adopt it, (the truth is all I 
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want,) if the difficulties that I now sco shall in any way 
bo removed. For instance, it certainly would not bo dif- 
ficult to believe that the ascending messenger in Rev. 
yii : 2, was a literal angel, having tho power over tho 
four messengers, or governments on earth, and also 
taught the servants of God how tho sealing was to bo 

performed, if I see no other way to believe it was so. 

Wo arc taught that God restrains tho powers, pago 25. 
Again : It is very important that wc should have a right 
understanding of every part of our work, but still, if 
one cannot sec so clearly as another, why the messenger 
ascending from the cast is not a literal angel, having tho 
charge of all this work, I do not sco as that will mate- 
rially affect tho scaling message. It is positively clear, 
and certain, that it is to bo dono by the church here, and 
that the word and spirit is to lead into tho truth, (p. 10,) 
ami all that tho angels do teach us besides, and that it 
will be accomplished in character with what she has 
already passed through in advent history as is shown in 
Rev. xiv: G-13. 

CONCLUSION. 

The 2d book of Esdras, contains very important truths 
for those that keep God's law and commandments ; they 
will probably benefit no others, xii : 37, 38. I have re- 
frained from quoting here while writing tho Scaling Mes- 
sage, not because I did not bclicvo ; but because so much 
prejudice still exists, on account of its not being canoni- 
cal scripture. There is abundant testimony in tho Old 
and New Testament to satisfy all that honest minds to- 
quiro respecting the scaling message, being the present 
truth. I wish however, to quote a few passages to show 
tho scaling, tho law, and commandments, timo of trouble, 
k.c. sec ix: 10, 11, 30-33, 3G, 37. All this may bo ob- 
jected to as under Moses's dispensation. Let ii : 38-47, 
settle it. Carefully nolo 1st, tho tealitig; 2d, the laic; 
and 3d, final redemption. Compare it with Rev. xiv : 1. 
Still further evidence, xiii: 31-38. Comparo 3Sth verso 
with Rev. xvii : 14, and xix: 15, 16. Also tho com- 
mnndments in xv : 24, 25. xvi : 74-76. 

Timo of trouble, xv : 6, 6, 1 1-27, 57, 68, G2. xvi : 5, 
9, H-24, 31, 37, 40, 67-78. Read the comforting pro- 
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misc for tho time of trouble, ii : 27. All this is now right 
before us; let us therefore carefully cxamiuo this prophe- 
cy. And let us carefully seek to know " what maimer 
of personswe ought to be iu all holy conversation and 
godliness," seeing that wo have now entered upon tho 
last work or message, that God has marked out for his 
church beforo their final deliverauco from this timo of 
trouble, such as never was. 

What a solemn, and yet glorious thought, to know that 
deliverance is so near at hand. That God, and Jesus 
our great High Tricst ; the Holy Ghost, and all tho holy 
Angels ; aro engaged, doing their part to accomplish this 
mighty work. Let us then seo to it that wo do what is 
required of us. 

God says, " call upon me in the day of trouble and I 
will dilivcr you." See how ho will doit. 

" Gather my saints together unto me, those that havo 
ruado a covenant with me by sacrifice." — rsa. l : 5. 
When did wo do this as a people? Answer: in 1644, 
during a cry at midnight : how much was said about it 
then. What did wo sacrifice then? why, all that wo 
had: havo wo taken back any thing since that timo ? 
Wo fear thcro has been to much of this in ullofus. — 
Well says ono, I had nothing to take back : cxamino 
closely now and sec. Did you sacrifice your tobacco and 
snuffboxes, and pipes, and cast them nil from your per- 
sona? Yes. You thought it was an idle and sinful 
habit, because it neither nourished your bodies nor glori- 
fied God ? yes. How then, I ask, has God justified you 
sinco, by taking back that sacrifice, whether it was or 
was not one ? God has shown sovcral times by visions 
that he disapprobatcs it in every way ; aud some that 
havo continued in tho practice after ono admonition, God 
has shown that his frown is upon them. Lctmc entreat 
you, to resolve in the strength of God to leave the prac- 
tice forever. I sco not how God can seal you to bo ono 
of hia royal priesthood while ho frowns upon it. The 
ono who traffics in it certainly cannot be justified. But 
says ono, I uso it for a medicine. I havo heard of a bet- 
ter remedy. Have faith in God.' Have faith in God ! ! 
Although months have elapsed, that admonition still is 
sounding, HAVE FAITH IN GOD!!! Somo havo 
sirico tried it to thoir great joy. Let tho test pass through 
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the host. As God frowns on this species of indulgence, 
I know not how he can approbate one of the 111,000 
Hiatuses or traliics in alcoholic drinks, from brandy to 
cider, and beer. Extract the alcohol Unit is in it, and 
man could hardly be persuaded to tnstc t he second time. 
" Let us cleanse ourselves from all lilthinoss of the flaJi, 
and spirit; perfecting holiness in the fear of God.' 1 — 2d 
Cor. vii : 1. Again: " Bo ye clean that bear the vessel 
of the Lord." Once more : There shall in no wise cuter 
into it, (the holy city,) any thing that defileth, ecc. Now 
wc know that all of these things arc filthy, unclean, and 
(Uftlc the man. Wc may deceive one another, but we 
cannot deceive God. O then, as wc value the seal of the 
living God, let us bo holy in his sight. Good wholesome 
food is all that wc require to sustain these liodics. Rut 
somo arc holding their farms, and merchandise, (limiting 
no doubt to get an opportunity to sell by and by, to better 
advantage. That time hus jxtst, if the sealing time bo 
now. You see the slaughtering men follow the sealing 
messengers. But suppose some hundreds, or thousands, 
should be gained, by holding back a little longer ; would 
you then be better prepared to fuliil the ollieo of steward 
in the household of God? no. But you say, when we 
mado our conaecration in 18-14, if we had have given 
nway what wo had, wo should have had nothing now. 
Therefore it was not right then to do aj somedid. Well, 
because you did not do it then, is it a reason that you 
should never do it? Neither aro God's stewards to give 
away all they have at onco ; nor are they to l>e controll- 
ed by me, or any other one in this thing ; only obey and 
follow Jesus. Hear him: " Sell that ye have, and give 
alms." — Lukcxii:33. When? especially now while 
wo arc waiting to go to the marriage supper. Is there 
any needy now ? certainly ; and still more will be as wo 
enter into tho time of trouble. Well, say some, had wo 
not better wait and sell then ? Tho prophets that have 
seen the state of things at this time, teach us that it will 
be too late to sell then. Silver and gold will be the only 
articles in small quantities that men can retain then, and 
that with much uncertainty. See tho state of things in 
Europe now ; only tho beginning, and then ask what it 
will bo as it spreads and becomes general, beforo tho de- 
liverancj of the scaled ones. Methinks I now sec by tho 
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tight of prophesy, that the last means to bo u»cd will, thn.o that iCl 
bold on, and keep back from doing m Jc.u. ha. rcmiircd, (and arc 
atrmng m all other rc.pect.to walk out in prcenl truth,) is recorded 
inEsdras xvi: ,0-,2 •■ K or they (the wicked mob.) .hall waste, md
